The cancellation leaves the series with just four rounds to be run, three of them on 
miles, which should play into the hands of series points leader and defending champi- 
on Scott Parker, but second-placed Will Davis, who trails Parker by 12 points after suf- 
fering a heartbreaking shock failure on day two at the Springfield Mile, isn’t giving up 
hope that he can wrestle the title away from the seven-time champion. 

“We aren't giving up anything - we're going to win all four of them,” Davis said. 
“I’m 100 percent confident we'll be all right. All we gotta do is win. Going into Spring- 
field, we had a 14-point lead, and we came out 12 points down, so that shows you how 
quick things can happen. But that’s over now. This is the first time that I’ve ever had a 
motorcycle where I've felt like I can win these mile races, so we'll see what happens. I 
ain't givin’ up. I’ve led this thing all year. This sucker is mine to win.”

Chaparral/Yamaha 


our-time AMA Supercross Champion Jeremy 
F McGrath (right) ended his short one-year rela- 

tionship with Suzuki to ride a factory-backed 
Yamaha for Team Chaparral. The one-year contract 
was signed at Chaparral Cycle Supply in San 
Bernardino, California, on September 4. No dollar 
amount for the contract was released. 

Dave Damron, the owner of the Chaparral racing 
team and president of Chaparral Cycle Supply, said, 
"Im personally elated that we now have a rider 
who is committed to racing and has the experience 
and ability to put the Chaparral Yamaha on the 
podium, but even more (important is) his experience 
to develop performance modifications for sale to the 
general public." | 

Here's the deal: McGrath will compete aboard a 
works Yamaha YZ250 under the Chaparral banner 
alongside teammate Jimmy Button, who will stay on with the Chaparral team for at 
least another year. Each rider will bring with them his own clothing deal and other var- 
ious personal sponsors. 

"We want to make it clear that Jeremy is a team Chaparral rider, riding a factory- 
backed Yamaha," Chaparral race-team manager Larry Brooks said. "We will be work- 
ing closely with Yamaha Motor Corporation on this new effort." 

According to Brooks, Steve Butler, Ezra Lusk's former mechanic at Yamaha, will act 
as a liaison between Chaparral and Team Yamaha. 

McGrath's new tuner will by Randy Lawrence, who has worked for factory Yamaha 
from 1991 to 1994, and who for the last two years has raced on the professional moun- 
tain-bike downhill tour. Anthony Paggio will continue to turn wrenches on Button's 
Yamaha. 

As for riding apparel, this issue has yet to been resolved, but word has it that 
McGrath has narrowed his options down to two companies: Fox and AXO. 

"They (McGrath and Button) can work out their own personal clothing deals," 
Brooks said. 

Brooks added that whatever companies they chose, they would at least try to match 
color schemes at each race. | 

1-800-Collect will again sponsor McGrath for the 1998 AMA Supercross and Nation- 
al Championship MX Series. 

“1-800-Collect will still sponsor McGrath; that's his own deal," Brooks said, “but 1- 
800-Collect will not be a sponsor of the team." 

Technically, McGrath is still under contract with Suzuki, but the former champ is 
expected to make his Chaparral/Yamaha Racing debut at the World Supercross Series 
opener on November 2, in Barcelona, Spain. McGrath is said to be extremely pleased 
with his new deal, and he has been quoted as saying, "I'm very pumped to be on the 
Chaparral/Yamaha racing team and Гтп ready to go win some races and, more impor- 
tantly, championships." 

And what about the rest of the Chaparral team? According to Brooks, everyone has 
been released from the team, including Phil Lawrence (Randy Lawrence's brother), 
Greg Schnell, Michael Brandes and Travis Preston. However, Brooks did say that 
Chaparral is planning to field a two-man team in the 1997-98 PJ1 National Arenacross 
Series, a team that will be made up of Chad Pederson and a rider to be named later. 
Chaparral is also planning to sponsor two Yamaha YZ400F-mounted riders in the 1998 
AMA. National Four-Stroke Series.

Lucky Strike Suzuki's Daryl Beattie has 
declared an intention of staying in the 
500cc Grand Prix class, despite the 26- 
year-old Australian's earlier comments 
regarding joining the World Superbike 
Series to rekindle his flagging spirits 
after two disastrous years of 500cc GP 
racing. According to Cycle News corre- 
spondent Darryl Flack, Beattie recently 
said the following on Australian televi- 
sion: "I've made a decision to leave 
Suzuki because I'm really not making 
any more headway with the bike, along 
with the injuries from last year. The 
team is 99 percent. It's one of the best 
teams іл the paddock and I've loved 
being in it, but it's time to move on and 
beat these guys. I’ve said that super- 
bikes are an option, but the 500s is 
where I want to stay." Beattie didn't 
reveal what teams he is considering 
joining, but he should be in a position 
to make an announcement at the final 
Grand Prix of the season in Australia on 
October 5. 


According to a report issued by AP, 
four-time World Champion Michael 
Doohan has been offered $12 million to 
join the Suzuki 500cc Grand Prix team 
for the 1998 World Championship Road 
Race Series. Doohan recently turned 
down Yamaha's offer to join Wayne 
Rainey's team, a deal worth $10 million, 
according to AP. Since his 500cc Grand 
Prix debut in 1989, Doohan has ridden 


and four World Championships.

Castrol Honda's John Kocinski and 
Aaron Slight recently completed a test 
session at the new Oschersleben circuit 
in Germany, a track slated to host a 
round of the 1998 World Superbike 
Championship. The pair completed 
more than 120 laps each of the 2.27-mile 
track. "Overtaking will be the biggest 
problem," Slight said. "It's a tight and 
twisty circuit, a bit like Albacete. The 
test was good. We tried a few different 
settings with the suspension, got a gear- 
box ratio that suits the track and gener- 
ally got the bike dialed in." Slight's 
fastest lap of the test was a 1:30.04, - 
marginally slower than Kocinski, who 
recorded a best of 1:29.61. Castrol 
Honda was the only team to take 
advantage of the offer to test at the new 
circuit. “1 enjoyed the circuit and was 
quickly into a rhythm," Kocinski said. 
"Racing here should be fun; but because 
of the tightness of the circuit, qualifying 
will be better." 


According to a press release issued by 
Formula USA, the Formula USA Series 
will sanction its own events and will no 
longer be the featured class at North 
American Sport Bike-sanctioned races, 
beginning in 1998. The NASB, founded 
by Roger Edmondson and Pat Murphy 
in 1995, will sanction the remaining F- 
USA races in 1997 (New Hampshire 


International Speedway, October 5; . 


Daytona International Speedway, 
November 2), but the two organiza- 
tions will split up in 1998. "Recently, 
Roger (Edmondson) has insisted on

Series," said Doug Gonda, president of 
F-USA Inc. "In exchange, he offered a 
minor interest in NASB. We rejected 
the same offer in 1995 before NASB and 
F-USA started working together. І am 
disappointed. Roger brought some 
good ideas and experience to the series. 
However, Formula USA encompasses 
the riders, teams, events and the hun-

dreds of thousands of fans who have 
come to watch Formula USA racing 
through the years. Formula USA has 
come a long way since Bill Huth (the 
series founder and owner of Willow 
Springs Raceway) trusted us to take the 
series national in 1989. We didn't feel 
the NASB offer would ensure future 
growth for F-USA." According to 
Gonda, Sunoco Race Fuels will contin- 
ue to sponsor F-USA under an existing 
contract and Colin Fraser will continue 
as director of competition. Brenda Tay- 
lor will also continue to produce mar- 
keting material and graphics, along 
with event promotions. In addition, 
Herod Lowery has been hired to han- 
dle event operations. When contacted 
at the NASB offices on Monday, Sep- 
tember 8, Murphy had this to say: 
" After two years of working with Doug 
(Gonda), we made a proposal to buy F- 
USA: He would get a percentage of 
NASB and he'd be part of our team. 
But he didn't feel we were offering him 
what F-USA was worth, so we came to 
a mutual agreement to go our separate 
ways. We were going to issue a press 
release, but he (Gonda) asked us to 
hold it. Then he came out with his own. 
We have big plans for '98. Fighting to 
be number two in motorcycle racing is 
absurd. We want to be number one in 
motorcycle racing festivals. We don't 
want to compete with the AMA or F- 
USA. We want to get people who aren't 
coming to races to come to our events. 
We plan on providing a hands-on sport 
motorcycling experience and we think 
that's pretty drastic. We're going to be 
doing everything we did in '97, sans F- 
USA. We're going to make people 
enjoy motorcycle racing by providing, 
among other things, on-track time for 
spectators." 


Legislation has been introduced by the 
congressional leaders of the U.S. House 
Transportation Infrastructure Commit- 


tee that addresses several issues of 
importance to motorcyclists raised by 
the AMA during the bill-drafting 
process, according to the AMA. Lan- 
guage within the bill ensures motorcy- 
clists access to roads constructed with 
federal highway funds, thus assuring 
continued access to the growing num- 
ber of high-occupancy vehicle (HOV) 
lanes in many of the nation's urban 
transportation corridors. The National 
Recreational Trails Act language has 
been strengthened to provide potential- 
ly greater funding for trail maintenance 
and development for off-highway 
motorcycle enthusiasts. Also, enhance- 
ment of motorcycle safety is recognized 
as a national priority within the bill, 
and provisions are provided to include 
motorcycles in the development of the 
nation's Intelligent Transportation Sys- 
tems (ITS) technology, a massive project 
to employ technological solutions to 
enhance traffic flow on the country's 
highways. The legislation, called the 
Building Efficient Surface Transporta- 
tion and Equity Act (BESTEA), is an 
omnibus highway reauthorization bill 
that would provide funding for a broad 
category of transportation-related pro- 
jects.

Gobert fired after failing 
drug test 


eam Lucky Strike Suzuki fired Anthony Gobert on Friday, September 5, after the 
I Australian failed a drug test at the British Grand Prix, held at Donington Park on 
August 17. 

To compound the 22-year-old road racer's misfortune, he also suffered a broken 
right tibia when he and his younger brother, Aaron, were involved in a traffic accident 
while riding together on a scooter in Italy on the same day he found out about the fir- 
ing. Aaron Gobert, a 16-year-old rising supercross star in Australia, suffered more seri- 
ous injuries than his brother, including a compound fracture of his right femur. The 
accident occurred in the Italian coastal resort town of Rimini, close to the Misano cir- 
cuit, when the pair reportedly collided with a car that had backed out of a side street. 
Anthony Gobert is expected to be in a cast for six to eight weeks, while Aaron is cur- 
rently in traction in an Italian hospital, according to reports from Gobert's mother, Sue, 
who also serves as his manager. 

Gobert underwent what the team is calling "a random test" at the British GP and the 
result was a positive reading for "a prohibited substance." The team is not saying 
exactly what substance, though cannabis is thought to be the most likely. 

The terse statement issued by Suzuki read: “This is contrary to FIM regulations, the 
terms of his contract, and to Team Lucky Strike Suzuki policy. As a result, in the best 
interests of the team, the sport, and his fellow competitors, his contract was terminated 
with immediate effect." | 

The FIM has carried out а drug-testing program this year, with Gobert being the 
subject of these tests on at least two occasions. The latest test on him was conducted at 
the Czech Republic Grand Prix on August 31, and results are not yet available. 

Gobert returned to his home in Australia before and after the Rio Grand Prix, the 
round prior to the British GP, for the first time since the start of the European sea- 
son. He failed to finish the British GP, pitting early and complaining of hand 
cramps. Gobert recently re-signed with Suzuki for a second year of 500cc Grand Prix 


The 24-year-old Belgian had come out on top in a desperate first-moto duel with 
home star Pit Beirer and seemed on his way to a double win after passing Beirer for the 
lead 32 minutes into moto two. 

Three laps from the end, however, the champion fell in a turn littered with loose 
hay from a dislodged marker bale, and the German was gone before Everts could 
remount, thus leaving him to finish second. Beirer won the GP, his first-ever 250cc GP 
success, on the second-moto tie breaker. It was his last GP for the Swiss Pamo Honda 
team before switching to the Rinaldi Yamaha squad as teammate to Tallon Vohland for 
1998. 

Although he fell alone, Everts claimed that two lappers - a German and a Finn - who 
were battling for 22nd position had hampered him. Both riders dispute that they inten- 
tionally got in Everts’ way, though it is not in dispute that, unaware of his presence, 
they had hindered him for several corners, during which time Beirer had closed down 
the gap again slightly. 

Everts ended the season with 528 points to the 377 of Suzuki-mounted Marnicq 
Bervoets, who was third in Germany after posting 4-3 moto finishes, and Beirer's 349. 
The absent Sebastien Tortelli was fourth with 276, with Swede Jocke Karlsson fifth with 
266, two ahead of Tallon Vohland. 

The Californian, his season ruined by injury, had moved to fifth in the standings 
after taking third to Karlsson's sixth in the first moto. But a bad start and a midrace fall 
restricted Vohland to sixth in moto two, as Karlsson took fourth place, a position he 
needed to earn the number-five plate. 

Yamaha rider Mike Brown ended his European GP career with a fifth in moto one 
and a mechanical DNF in race two. The resident of Tennessee ended the series 11th 
with 148 points, while Honda of Troy's Pedro Tragter was 13th with 117 points after a 
13-9 final GP.

up to go superbike racing successfully at 
the highest level (like the Ansett Suzuki 


. GSXR750) or bush-mechanicing a quick 


fix to get yourself or a mate out of trou- 
ble hundreds of miles from home, on a 
bike for which the nearest spare-parts 
stock might be thousands of miles away. 

But now Australia is coming of age, 
because in the past six months there's 
been a blossoming of innovative home- 
grown engineering worthy of la bella 
Italia. 

First there was the outrageous Hun- 
wick Hallam V-twin Power Cruiser; 
then its avant-garde, swoopy-looking 
ХІК Superbike sister set to introduce F- 
1-type pneumatic valve "springs" to the 
motorcycle world. Then came the radi- 
cal-looking Vee Two Squalo, the ulti- 
mate two-valve desmo V-twin heralding 
the arrival of a school of shark-styled 
performance desmos from Down Under. 


And now comes arguably the most out- 


rageous, the most amazing and, in the 
present context, the most Absolutely 
Australian bike of all: the Drysdale 750- 
V8 Superbike, soon to enter production

after being launched in prototype form 
at the Phillip Island World Superbike 
round in March. Tell us, Australia - we 
gotta know: Is it something in the 
water? Or maybe the beer... 

[ап Drysdale had а single objective in 
mind when he started work on his V- 
eight street bike back in January 1994. 

“I wanted to build a road-legal facto- 
ry racer - the highest-performance 
motorcycle that could be ridden to the 
milkbar for a loaf of bread," says the 38- 
year-old Melbourne-based design engi- 
neer, whose Ausdale Engineering busi- 
ness is one of those innovative 
companies which in its 10 years of exis- 
tence has tackled a wide range of eso- 
teric projects in a myriad of specialist 
fields - like converting the mechanical 
swan used in the Australian Ballet's pro- 
duction of "Swan Lake" to radio control; 
or supervising the fabrication and instal- 
lation of rolling-road dynos for the 
GM/ Holden and Ford car companies; or 
working on the wind tunnel at Mel- 
bourne's Monash University; or devel- 
oping a lightweight movie tracking sys- 


tem and camera crane for the flourish- 
ing Australian movie industry to use on 
location; or converting ATV quads for 
use by disabled farmers, etc., etc. 

How Drysdale finds time to work on 
bikes as well as all this is a bit of a mys- 
tery. But as a motorcycle junkie from 
way back, apart from competing with 
varying degrees of success in almost 
every branch of two-wheeled sport from 
desert racing to motocross, flat track to 
road racing, he's also built a variety of 
innovative machinery - some conven- 
tional, others avant-garde, a few frankly 
weird. | 

Apart from the rear-wheel-steering 
bicycle he built at school as an entry in a 
science competition (it proved totally 
unridable), falling into the latter catego- 
ry is surely the two-wheel-drive 
Dryvtech desert racer - with hydraulic 
drive to both wheels and two-wheel 
steering, built originally in 250cc single- 
cylinder form, then upsized to 750cc V- 
twin form using a bored-out Honda 
CX650 motor. Perhaps it's fortunate that 
the commissioning of the V8 street bike 
has put the 750cc 2WD/2WS project on 
hold, since being able to ride even its 
smaller sister is apparently an acquired 
skill mastered by only a very few. 

However, don't get the impression 
from this rarified engineering roll call 
that the Drysdale 750-V8 is another 
wacky, project destined to end up as a 
footnote in the joke book of motorcycle 
history. It's not. Instead, the eight-cylin- 
der superbike project comes from the 
practical side of Drysdale's split engi- 
neering personality: This is no “what-if” 
attempt to clone a two-wheeled equiva- 
lent of an American hot rod by squeez-. 
ing a Chevy 350 motor into a homemade 
stretch-frame. This is a finely engi- 
neered, carefully designed attempt to 
create the ultimate 750cc street bike with 
a V-eight engine of his own design, into 
which Drysdale and his team of co- 
workers have poured literally thou- 
sands of man hours and bucketfuls of 
money over the past three years. 

It’s perhaps no coincidence that the 
man on the other side of the world with 
whom Ian has found himself in friendly 
competition to produce the world’s first 
production V8 street bike, Giancarlo 
Morbidelli, also has a liking for freakish 
engineering. How about the high-per- 
formance 30cc moped he built to tour 
his factory aboard? Or the performance 
version of his wife’s 900cc Fiat Panda 
shopping car he built while simultane- 
ously developing the 500cc GP racer 
with which he tried to add to the four 
world road racing titles his 125/250сс 
bikes had already achieved? Or the V- 
six, two-liter, two-stroke Formula Two 
race-car engine he built for his son Gian- 
ni to go racing with, en route to his pre- 
sent role as a Formula One driver? Two 
men with similar minds - and similar 
objectives. 

“When I heard Morbidelli was build- 
ing a V-eight, I stopped work on my 
own project because 1 thought there was 
no way we could compete, with him 
being better known and more estab- 
lished,” says Drysdale. “But then I 
learned he was positioning the engine 
lengthways in the frame and using shaft 
drive, which obviously meant he was 
building a sports tourer. That's not at all 
what I - or the two people who original- 
ly approached me, each with the same 
idea of developing a V-eight motorcycle 
engine - had in mind. So we restarted 
the project, and it looks like we may end 
up beating Morbidelli into production - 
but with a very different kind of motor- 
cycle. If you want to build a sportbike, 
the engine has to be across the frame for 








optimum handling and performance, as 
well as to use a chain final drive." 

Indeed, for when the Drysdale 750- 
V8 was unveiled at Phillip Island in 
March, it was seen to have a transverse 
V-eight engine, just like the legendary 
Guzzi V-eight 500cc GP racer which 
Drysdale admits was the principal inspi- 
ration for building his bike in the first 
place. At that stage, the 750-V8 wasn't a 
runner - but by the time of my latest 
visit to Australia three months later, 
hard work by Ian and his team had 
turned the show bike into a going con- 
cern. 

Though at an early stage of its on- 
track development, I had the chance to 
become the first person outside the 
Drysdale factory to ride the 750-V8, in a 
test session at Calder Raceway followed 
by some brief and admittedly gentle 
cafe racing round the streets of Mel- 
bourne. Well, it is a prototype, after all - 
and the fruity howl from the spaghetti- 
metal dual four-two-one exhaust system 
and the Ferrari-like whine from the pri- 
mary drive might just have attracted 
attention from the boys in blue if I got 
overly excited at a traffic light. 

It's Ferrari-like in some ways, but not 
in others - for unlike the quad-cam V- 
eights from Il Cavallino, which all 
(except the Ducati-built Ferrari engine in 
the Lancia Thema 8.32 sedan) have a 
one-piece crank with 360-degree throws, 
the Drysdale follows the Thema's 
engine by having a flat-plane crankshaft 
with 90-degree throws. This damps out 
secondary vibration to deliver a 
smoother motor, as well as a distinctive 
V-eight exhaust note at high revs. How- 
ever, the main reason for the flat crank 
is that it also allows Drysdale to use 
Yamaha FZR400 cylinder heads with 
stock camshafts on each bank of cylin- 
ders. 

“Му aim was to build a unique 
machine, but with worldwide parts 
availability through the use of mainly 
Japanese components in crucial areas," 
he says. "Setting up an international 
spares distribution for such a unique 


bike would have been a major headache: | 


People want to ride something different, 
but they also want to be able to buy 
spares for it just around the corner, 
however rare and novel it may be. The 
750-V8 is designed to be used and 
. enjoyed, not stuck on display and rid- 
den very rarely, like any NR750 street 
bike seems to have been - and for that 
reason, we've utilized wearing parts 
from existing motorcycles in many 
areas, for ready replacement when nec- 
essary. But another focus was ease of 
maintenance at home - or at the race 
track, where I believe several of our 
bikes will end up. Both the cylinder 
heads, the clutch, gearbox, alternator 
and water pump can all be removed 
with the engine still in the frame - and 


the last four without even taking off the 
bodywork. The 750-V8 has been 
designed to be easy to work on, even if 
it'S inevitably complex because of the 
sheer number of cylinders." 

Complex, but extremely compact - 
far more so than you might expect from 
looking at photos of the bike: The 56 x 
38mm V-eight engine appears quite tall 
- but that's an optical illusion caused by 
the fact that the crankcase design is in 
fact extremely narrow. To create the 
749cc motor, Drysdale - a qualified 
draftsman - spent many hours drawing 
the unique crankcase design, patterns 
for which were then produced by Ian 
Kilner of Accurate Patterns in Mel- 
bourne, and locally cast in high-tensile 
alloy. The design is unusual in that the 
cylinder blocks are combined with the 
upper half of the horizontally split 
crankcases, for added strength and to 
reduce distortion under heat treatment. 
The two banks of cylinders are set at 90 
degrees to each other; though Drysdale 
admits he'd have preferred to go for a 
wider cylinder angle if he could have. 


"With one of the design criteria being | 


to use existing heads off a Yamaha 
FZR400R, I was restricted by the 
exhausts, which are very tight as it is," 
he says. "If Га had à free hand, Га have 
gone for 100 or even 105 degrees, to 
leave more space between the cylinders 
for carbs or fuel injection - there's no 
real vibration problem till you reach 110 
degrees of cylinder angle, or more. But 
I'm happy with the 90-degree configura- 
tion, which gives perfect primary bal- 
ance, so you're not loading the main 
bearings up." 

The flat-plane crankshaft started life 
as a solid billet weighing 97 pounds, 
and was machined in-house, then 
ground by Omega Cranks in Mel- 
bourne. It now weighs just 12 pounds 
(contributing to a. remarkably low 
engine weight of 143 pounds complete), 
and has six main bearings, with four 
crank throws, each with two big-end 
bearings, all plain. 

A single oil pump from an FZR1000 
EXUP is used, while both the FZR400 
heads have stock Yamaha cams and 
valves (four per cylinder on this smaller 
motor, not five as on the 750 upward), 
though the combustion chambers have 
been reshaped and modified to reduce 
their volume. This has been done in 
order to restore some of the compres- 
sion ratio lost with the 750-V8's shorter 
38mm stroke, compared to the FZR400's 
40.5mm. (It's currently 11.5:1, as against 
12.2:1 on the original Yamaha.) 

Interestingly, the Aussie 750-V8 is 
smaller physically than the Guzzi V8 
which inspired it, and also has a shorter 
stroke than the 44 x 41mm Italian 500cc 
GP racer. Bore remains the same as the 
FZR, though, so stock Yamaha pistons 
are used, while the combination of long 


- the engine and under the seat.

rods and a short stroke gives the Drys- 
dale engine lower mean piston speeds 
than any other 750cc engine yet made, 
says Drysdale. 

"Using current 600cc supersport 
engines as a guideline, we can run the 
750-V8 to 17,000 rpm in street guise very 
safely," he says. "Even at that engine 
speed, it's less highly stressed than a 
1340cc Evo Harley would be at 6000 
rpm - and in race form 19,000 rpm 
should be quite safe. Considering the 
Britten and Ducati 995 run piston 
speeds approaching 28 meters per sec- 
ond, our engine should be safe to 22,000 
rpm - but we don't plan to ever run it 
that high." 

One reason for using a preponder- 
ance of Yamaha parts - apart from the 
enthusiastic cooperation of Yamaha 
Australia, which has supported the 
Drysdale project from the start - is that 
with the central cam chain of their slant- 
block engine designs, Drysdale has been 
able to reverse the camshafts and rotate 
them backward on the rear cylinder 
bank, while those on the front cylinders 
as well as the crankshaft all run for- 
ward. Cam drive is taken directly off the 
crank, while a pair of Yamaha CDI units 
provides ignition - one for each bank of 
cylinders - and carburetion is provided 
at present by a total of eight 32mm CV 
Mikuni carbs (two sets off the FZR400, 
fed by a fuel pump to deliver the neces- 
sary flow). 

Excuse the lawn-mower mini-fuel 
tank fitted for the test: The team didn't 
have time to sculpt the fuel cell into the 
bodywork in time for my ride. Howev- 
er, the CVs are only fitted at this stage to 
get the engine running, and Drysdale 
says flat-slide Keihins are next on the 
agenda, to be fitted to the first produc- 


tion bikes for which an airbox will also 


be developed. The one-piece, carbon- 
Kevlar, epoxy-resin bodywork, pro- 
duced by noted young Australian 
designer Duncan Harrington, already 
incorporates the air intakes for the duct- 
ing that will be needed to feed this. 


However, a fully mapped EFI system 
will eventually be fitted: It's no coinci- 
dence that MoTec, Australia's world- 
class engine-management house, is liter- 
ally just up the road from Drysdale's 
Melbourne base... 

Oh, and in case you wondered how 
the CBR250RR headlamps, Bimota tail- 
light and Ducati 916 kickstand, rear 
license-plate mount and indicators 
found their way onto both the Drysdale 
750-V8 and the equally new Vee Two 
Squalo, the answer is that it really is а 
coincidence: Neither designer saw each 


other's work before the bikes were 


launched within weeks of one another. 
An important feature of the Drysdale 
engine design is the use of an 
extractable six-speed cassette-type gear- 
box, using Yamaha YZF750 ratios 
matched to a selector mechanism 


‘sourced from various Honda, Kawasaki 


and Yamaha parts, and an FZR1000 wet 
clutch (though with provision for a later 
dry one). 


. The radiator for the water-cooled | 
engine is located behind the éngine, as 


on the Saxon Triumph*or Modenas KR3, 
under the seat, with a Kawasaki ZZR- 
1100 water pump. Though this has 
proved a problem in dyno testing, the 
bike actually ran too cool at Calder, 
showing that the system works fine. A 
pair of fans will be installed on produc- 
tion bikes. 

The engine sits in a TIG-welded 
space-frame chassis designed and built 
by Drysdale from ERW mild steel (less 
prone to stress fractures than chrome- 
moly, ће says), with Ducati-type trian- 
gulation on the side spars and a distinc- 
tive loop backbone made from 
oval-section steel tube. The complete 
chassis weighs 24 pounds (without the 
swingarm) - a little on the heavy side, 
but with the engine only forming a 
semistressed underslung member, it's 
probably inevitable. But Drysdale says 
the complete bike weighs in at a healthy 
418 pounds half-dry at present fitted 
with a host of prototype parts, which by 
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their very nature are heavier than those 
used in final production. The targeted 
final dry weight is 396 pounds. 

Equally, the front suspension, wheels 
and brakes on the prototype are all 
presently sourced from the YZF750 
Yamaha. But they will be replaced on 
the final version by Ohlins forks, either 
Dymag or Marchesini wheels, and 
Brembo brakes. At that stage, the rear 
wheel will increase to a 6.00-inch rim 
compared to the 5.50-inch one used at 
the moment. 

But while the Kawasaki ZZR1100 
extruded-alloy swingarm fitted right 
now will be replaced by Drysdale's own 
fabrication, the innovative rear-suspen- 
sion design on the bike is the definitive 
one - with the Ohlins shock located 
crossways in front of the rear wheel, and 
operated by a rising-rate bell-crank sys- 
tem very similar to that used on Kenny 
Roberts' 1981 works YZR500 Yamaha 


-GP racer. What goes around comes 


around... 

Okay, I hear you: It exists, it runs - 
but what's it like to ride? 

Well, bearing in mind that my Calder 


visit was only the second time the 750- 


V8 had been ridden at all, it was 
remarkably right. Carburetion was still 
some way off, so that you needed to 
coax it up to somewhere approaching 
the appointed rev limit of 14,000 rpm at 
this stage of development, rather than 
crack the throttle wide open and surf the 
waves of power all the way to the red- 
line. 

But when I took advantage of 
Calder's long front straight to get it 
revving hard, the result was a blood- 
curdling howl from the twin exhausts 
that sent a shiver down the spine, and 
contrasted vividly with the lumpy 
Yank-Tank burble from the motor at 
idle. Drysdale's V-eight engine is 
extremely free-spinning, with relatively 
little inertia from the lightweight crank, 
which isn't so light that engine speed 


' dies away too fast when you close the 


throttle for a turn, so you lock the wheel 
or kill the engine, or both. There's a rea- 
sonably high degree of flywheel effect: 
nice balance. 

The power delivery is absolutely 
seamless: It feels like an electric motor in 
terms of the spread of power and also 
the lack of vibration - there's none what- 
soever. Balance weights in the handle- 
bars are strictly cosmetic, and all the old 
cliches about sewing machines apply in 
spades. You hardly have to clutch it to 
move off from a standstill, and there's 
absolutely no step in the power deliv- 
ery, just more punch the higher you rev 
it: totally linear, as is the torque curve. 

The gearshift seems a bit redundant 
with this huge spread of usable power. 
However, I expect that once Drysdale 
gets some more radical cams in there - 
as he'll surely have to do if he races the 
V-eight, let alone for street squirreling 
on racer road - all six ratios will come in 
useful. Right now, you don't need to 
work the gearbox too hard, especially 
with the carburetion not yet set up right; 
but the change action is crisp and 
smooth, with a light clutch action and 
the ability to swap from road to race 
pattern, at choice, in 20 seconds. 

But while of course it's the engine 
you focus on, the fact is that it's the 
Drysdale's handling that really inspires. 
In spite of a cold Aussie winter's day, 
and the D204 Dunlop tires (which aren't 
the Anglo-Japanese company's stickiest 
compound), I was really impressed with 
the way the V8 steers - especially with 
the way the engine's weight seems to be 
concentrated in the center of the bike, 
reducing the polar moment and making 


changes of direction that much easier 
and more predictable. 

Weight distribution is a commend- 
able 50.5/49.5 percent, and the bike's 
behavior confirms that even balance on 
the road. You'd never guess that this 
motorcycle had twice as many cylinders 
as a normal Japanese sportbike, because 
it doesn't feel heavy or the least bit 
unwieldy - and ground clearance within 
the limitations of the conditions was 
excellent. I think from looking at the V8 
in side view that the crankshaft sits rela- 
tively low in the wheelbase, in turn 
resulting in a low center of gravity that 
aids in changing direction in a chicane 
or S-bend. Above all, it yields extra sta- 
bility around fast, bumpy turns.

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Amazingly, the 750-У8 has а 5mm- 
shorter wheelbase than the Yamaha 
YZF750 in-line four at 55.7 inches - pre- 
sumably due mainly to the space-saving 
rear-suspension design - and with the 
exact same steering geometry as the 
Japanese bike (24-degree head angle, 
108mm of trail), it feels quite similar, 
only a little more stable, to ride. 

The Drysdale also brakes pretty well, 
the six-piston Yamaha calipers and big 
320mm brakes not only doing their job 
well, but the chassis also remaining 
very stable when you squeeze hard, 
even on the angle. It doesn’t sit up and 
understeer when you do this, nor is 
there excessive weight transfer under 
heavy braking. And you can trail-brake 
into a turn without the bike misbehav- 
ing. 

Really, I was amazed by the han- 
dling. Once again, just like the Hunwick 
Hallam XIR I first rode six weeks 
before, our attention has rightly been 
focused on the innovative engine 
design, overlooking the extraordinary 
feat of designing a chassis from scratch 
that works well right out of the box. 

The only criticism I had was in 
regard to the riding position, which 
even for my 6-foot frame felt a little 
stretched out. The seat seems a little 
too far back over the rear wheel, and 
it’s also quite wide between your legs - 
presumably a function of the rear 
cylinder heads. Probably nothing can 
be done to fix this, except to raise the 
rider "Oe and move him forward a 
little. 

Well - it runs, it sounds great, it han- 
dles even better, and it steers and stops 
well. Drysdale and his team deserve 
huge praise for, against the odds and on 
limited resources, concocting a unique 
multicylinder motorcycle. While the 
Drysdale 750-V8 will need quite a lot of 
development to make it ready for cus- 
tomer sale, it already has all the mak- 
ings of a very impressive and complete- 
ly unique bike, as different from the 
lengthways-engine Morbidelli shaftie as 


a Yamaha YZF750 is from a BMW 
K1200RS Flying Brick. 

I have to admit that, before I rode it, I 
thought Drysdale's dream of aiming for 
a Hunwick Hallam-type exemption to 
go racing with the V8 in Australian 
Superbike racing was a little far-fetched 
- à nice idea, but bound to be too big 
and ungainly for racing. 

Now, after having ridden it even at 
the start of its development cycle, I'm 
not so sure. The 750-У8 will never be eli- 
gible for World Superbike racing unless 
Flammini makes good on its intention to 
get the FIM to reduce homologation 
numbers to less than 50 bikes. 

Even then, it's a big commitment for 
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other than the BEARS or Sound of 
Thunder class. But the fact is that the 
bike handles well enough and has a 
promised level of engine performance 
high enough to ensure it wouldn't be 
disgraced in superbike racing. And at 
about $47,750 for a complete custom- 
built street bike, manufactured to 
order with a six-month delivery quot- 
ed from receipt of deposit, Drysdale 
may well get sufficient takers to meet 
the maximum annual production of 10 
bikes per year that he envisages. None 
of these will, however, be 1000cc ver- 
sions or even bigger, even though mix- 
ing and matching various Yamaha 
parts would allow this to be done quite 
easily. 

“1 conceived this motorcycle as a 
750 superbike, and that's what I want 
to concentrate on refining and build- 
ing," he says. "We'll be ready for pro- 
duction before the end of this year - 
and when we deliver the first customer 
bike, I'll know my dream to build the 
world's most exclusive performance 
motorcycle for the street will have 
come true."

n its modified format, it's no secret 

that the 1997 Kawasaki KX125 is a 

potent race weapon. In the hands of 

Pro Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's 
Ricky Carmichael, the KX125 won three 
125cc East Region Supercross main 
events and won eight out of 13 AMA 
125cc Nationals, locking up the champi- 
onship with two rounds still remaining. 
Throw in Team Kawasaki rider Damon 
Huffman's Troy, Ohio, win and that 
gives the KX125 a win ratio of .692 in the 
Nationals this year. Now, that isn't too 
shabby. 

In its stock format in "97, however, 
the KX125 had a great-handling chassis- 
and-suspension package that was held 
back by a motor that just wasn't as pow- 
erful or as easy to ride as most of the 
other bikes in the class. Kawasaki real- 
ized this, and concentrated its efforts on 
improving the motor for the 1998 model 
year with massive changes, including an 
all-new cylinder and the use of a Keihin 
36mm Power Jet carburetor. After riding 
the bike for several weeks, we came 
away quite impressed with the new 
motor package, as well as the revised 
suspension components.

According to Kawasaki, the all-new 
cylinder on the '98 KX125 uses two 
exhaust ports instead of four for better 
low-end and midrange performance. 
Kawasaki's exhaust power-valve sys- 
tem, or KIPS (Kawasaki Integrated 
Power Valve System), is said to be more 
effective, with a split guillotine valve 
regulating the two large exhaust ports 
instead of the old rotating-drum system 
used in the past. The new KIPS valves 
are shaped smoothly on the bottom 
edge for increased exhaust flow when 
fully retracted for a claimed increase in 
midrange and top-end power. 

The crankshaft was also changed, 
and the mass is now concentrated closer 
to the center of the shaft for less vibra- 
tion, smoother overrev and longer-last- 
ing main bearings. As a result, а much 
smaller flywheel rotor is now used. The 
connecting rod is 2mm shorter for more 
primary compression and is said to 
result in better throttle response. The 
piston attached to the connecting rod is 
seven grams lighter (130g to 123g) for 
quicker revs, and features an intake 
window for improved top-end power. 

A new intake manifold that has a 
smaller intake area for quicker response 
now connects a Keihin PWK 36mm 
Power Jet carburetor to the new cylin-

der, replacing last year's PWK 35mm 
carburetor. The air-velocity wings on 
the airbox side of the venturi were still 
retained on the newer crescent-slide car- 
buretor. Kawasaki's Power Jet carbs 
(both the KX125 and KX250 received 
them for '98) have the actual power jet 
positioned much lower in the carb com- 
pared to the Honda version that comes 
stock on the CR250. Kawasaki claims 
that this gives the bike better power 
throughout the powerband, since the 
power jet starts releasing fuel sooner as 
the slide opens and the venturi effect 
pulls the fuel into the cylinder. The 
power jet stays open on the KX125 until 
9600 rpm, when it effectively leans out 
the jetting by 10 percent for better top- 
end power and more overrev. A longer 
protective tube has been added to the 
throttle cable, which also has a 3mm- 
longer inner cable for improved durabil- 
ity 





The digital capacitor-discharge igni- 
tion is now programmed to work with 
the Keihin Power Jet carb, and the mag- 
neto features a smaller rotor with 
increased power output to provide juice 
for the operation of the power-jet sole-

noid. The ignitor has been relocated 
from the steering head to the airbox. 

After last year's numerous internal 
changes, the six-speed transmission was 
left alone, but the final gearing was 
changed from 13/50 to 12/48 for quick- 
er acceleration. 

Suspensionwise, Kawasaki shortened 
the fully adjustable rear-shock-absorber 
clevis by 1.5mm (which does not affect 
rear wheel travel) to lower the bike's 
center of gravity for enhanced corner- 
ing. Replacing last year's straight-rate 
4.7kg / mm rear spring is a triple-rate, 
progressively wound spring that varies 
from 4.6 to 5.18 to 6.09kg /mm at the 
end óf the stroke. New damping rates 
work with the triple-rate spring to give 
the rear suspension more progressive 
action to prevent harsh bottoming. The 
linkage and swingarm seals are also 
improved to increase bearing durability. 

The 46mm Kayaba adjustable car- 
 tridge forks received new aluminum 
upper fork tubes that are smaller in 
diameter at the lower clamping area 
(59mm to 58.5mm) for slightly more flex 
and a plusher ride. Progressively 
wound fork springs replace last year's 
straight-rate .39kg /mm units with rates 
varying from .39 initially to .47kg /mm 
at full compression. New damping rates 
work with the progressive springs for 
enhanced bottoming resistance and, to 
£o along with the lowered rear, the fork 
is now held 5mm higher in the triple 
clamp, lowering the bike's center of 
gravity for increased turning prowess. 

The handlebars on the KX got a 
straighter and taller bend this year, 
moving 3mm up апа 3mm forward for. a 
roomier riding position; a plastic front- 
disc-brake cover is now standard; and 
1997 Kawasaki race-team-inspired 
graphics and a Kevlar-reinforced seat 
cover complete the changes to the 
eighth-liter KX. 

In anticipation of the supposed new- 
found power, we were anxious to throw 
a leg over the 1998 KX125 and critique 
the new powerplant. So far, we have 
tested the bike at Glen Helen Raceway 
in San Bernardino, California; at Com- 
petition Park in Hemet, California; and 
at a number of local riding spots - and 
we are quite impressed with the overall 
package, especially the motor. Every 
tester who rode the bike realized a sub- 
stantial power increase in the midrange 
and top-end spectrum of the power- 
band. The bike did pick up a little bot- 
tom end, but the bike's emphasis in 
power is now from the middle on up 
into the higher revs. Unlike last year's 
scooter, this bike pulls on top and has 
some overrev to work with. 

While the improved motor package is 
big news without a doubt, Kawasaki's 
use of progressively wound suspension 
springs in both front and rear is nothing 
to sneeze at, either. Basically, the springs 
start off at the straight rates used last 
year but become progressively stiffer as 
the springs compress, inevitably, to fend 
off harsh bottoming. After riding the '97 
back to back with the '98, all of our 
testers noticed a more controlled feeling 
from the bike in the rough and an 
improved resistance to bottoming. The 
fork received the most praise, while a 
few testers thought the rear end kicked 
up a bit in big braking bumps. Perhaps 
more time with the bike and small sus- 
pension adjustments will remedy this. 
The standard rear sag recommended by 
Kawasaki is 95mm for fast riders or 
jump-filled tracks and 97mm for slower 
` riders or smoother tracks. 

Like last year's model, the KX is an 
excellent-handling machine that is fairly 
stable, yet still carves up the inside line 






very nicely. The bike seems to turn a lit- 
tle easier and sharper, perhaps a result 
of the lowered suspension units and 
center of gravity Kawasaki hyped up 
this year. The bike is extremely flat in its 
layout and design, making it easy to 
move around on for a wide range of rid- 
ers. The roomier handlebars were also 
appreciated, especially by our larger 
testers. Most of our testers felt right at 
home on the KX125, citing how easy it 
was for them to start cutting good lap 
times in a matter of minutes. 

The transmission has performed 
flawlessly in the short time we have had 
the bike, shifting under full power quite 
effortlessly. The clutch 
pull is very light, and 
the clutch itself han- 
dles abuse well, even 
in loamy situations 
where abuse is com- 
mon - and a downright 
necessity. 

The front and rear 
brakes are up to par in 
the class, offering good 
feel and modulation 
with average stopping 
power. Most testers 
rated the front brakes 
higher than the rear, 
citing more stopping 
power with less effort 
on the front binders. 

The bottom line is 
that Kawasaki has 
indeed done its home- 
work on the 1998 
KX125, directly 
addressing the prob- 
lems that held the bike 
back last year - at least 
in shootouts, anyway. 
The bike still has its 
great-handling chassis 
and top-notch suspension components, 
and now has a potent motor to complete 
the package. Kawasaki didn't pull any 
punches when it came to fixing the 
motor, either, spending big bucks cast- 
ing a new cylinder and adding Keihin's 


.Power Jet carburetor. Yeah, it could use 


a little more bottom end and slightly 
stronger brakes, but it has only gone up 
in price $50 and comes with an accesso- 
ry package that includes a top-end kit, 
brake pads, clutch lever, and more. Let's 
put it this way: Yamaha, Honda, Suzuki, 
KTM and TM had better be prepared for 
war when shootout time comes. CN

ither you really liked the Honda 
4 or you didn't. That seemed to 
F be the consensus on the 1997, 
Е aluminum-framed, twin-spar 
CR250R after its first full year of produc- 
tion. Many Pro riders liked the CR for 
its rigid chassis and arm-wrenching 
power, but it was these exact same 
things that had many lesser-skilled rid- 
ers complaining about the CR. It's one 
of those Catch-22 things. 

The bottom line is that the '97 Honda 
is just one of those bikes that needs to be 
ridden hard - very hard - before you 
even start coming close to reaching the 
CR's full potential. Unfortunately, not 
very many of us are good enough to do 
that, so Honda did some fine-tuning to 
the '98 CR250R in hopes of making the 
bike more pliable and user-friendly, 
thus more pleasing to a wider range of 
riders. 

It's hard to fault a motor as powerful 
as the '97 CR's motor, and not too many 
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The new Honda 
CR250R doesn't 
feature any drastic 
changes for '98, and 
you won't feel any, 
either. The motor still 
rips, and the 
suspension is slightly 
improved. 


people did. However, some people felt 
the СК could've used more bottom end, 
and said that the motor was a little too 
explosive when it did come on the pipe 
as you approached the middle of the 
powerband, leaving their arms feeling 
like cooked spaghetti after a good, hard 
moto. But overall, most agreed that the 
CR's motor was good, so Honda left 
well enough alone and made only a few 
minor changes to the '98's 249cc, liquid- 
cooled powerplant. 

The 38.3mm Keihin Power Jet Con- 
trol carburetor has new jetting specs, 
and, because of a new position for the 
upper shock mount, the intake boot is 
slightly different. 

Other small changes to the motor 
include a new stainless-steel clutch cable 
and a redesigned countershaft for a 
stronger mounting of the countershaft 
sprocket. 

Most of the changes to the new CR 
revolve around the suspension. Many 
people who rode the bike complained 
that the '97 CR simply felt too rigid and 
harsh, and its overall handling some- 
times felt a little twitchy, so Honda 
made some suspension and frame 
changes to give the '98 CR a less rigid 
feeling. 

In the back, Honda actually went to a 
stiffer spring; going from a 4.9kg/mm 
spring to a 5.3kg/mm coil, but a new 
linkage ratio counteracts the stiffer 
spring while providing a more linear 
response. It's the same setup used by 
World Champion Stefan Everts on his 
works HRC Honda, and can also be 
found on the new, aluminum-framed 
СК125К. 

The shock stroke has been increased 
Бу 5.8mm, resulting іп a small increase 
of rear-wheel travel, up from 12.6 inches 
to 12.9 inches. In a move to increase 
strength, the upper shock mount has 
been moved slightly in the frame. 

Some effort went into making the 
action of the inverted Showa fork as 
smooth as possible by reducing friction 
wherever possible. One such method 
was to install a new thrust washer at the 
top of the fork to allow the spring to 
turn as it compresses. Another method 
was to coat the inner surface of the 
front-fork outer tubes with molybde- 
num, a super-slippery compound. 

The fork also features a new car- 
tridge system that is designed to be easi- 
er to disassemble and maintain. Front- 
wheel travel has been increased a few 
millimeters as well. 

The CR's frame geometry has been 





























slightly altered, as the caster is now 
steeper and the trail shorter, which 
results in a slightly shorter wheelbase. 
As strange as it may sound, because of 
the modifications to the shock and fork, 
these changes were made to keep the 
frame's geometry pretty much the same 
as before. 

Other chassis changes include the 
chain roller, which is now mounted to 
the linkage instead of the frame, and 
there are now different methods of 
welding used at certain points of the 
frame to increase durability. Also, the 
swingarm has a beefier cross-body, and 
the subframe uses a thinner-walled 
design and has new mounting locations 
to reduce weight while-still maintaining 
strength. 

As expected, the first time we rode 
the '98 CR250, we didn't feel any drastic 
changes, especially with the motor. It's 
still as powerful as ever but still lacks 
punch way down low. 

One of our Pro-level testers, who cur- 
rently owns a '97 CR250, said the bike is 
still a little "flat" off the bottom, but has 
better midrange and "really shines on 
. top." Another Pro rider agreed that the 
CR needs more low end, but added that 
the motor, on top, is "strong" and "revs 
forever." He went on to say: "It's a great 
outdoor, fast-track motor. Hold on once 
out of second gear." 

Our Novice-classed rider agreed that 
the Honda is awfully powerful but is 
still ridable, even for his sub-Expert abil- 
ity. More bottom end and a smoother 

-transition from low to midrange, every- 
one said, would make the CR easier and 
more forgiving to ride. Even one of our 
Pro riders said, “If the low-to-mid tran- 
sition was as good as the mid-to-top, it 
would be perfect." 

But no matter how you look at it, the 
CR's motor rips. ` 

Getting the power to the rear wheel 
is as good as ever, thanks to the CR's 
flawless transmission. Missed shifts are 
rare, and feel is excellent. However, we 
heard some of our testers complaining 
that the clutch pull is a little on the stiff 
side.

When it comes to the CR's suspen- 
sion, everyone who rode the bike agreed 
that the overall ride is; still, a little on 
the harsh side. 

Where the fork is concerned, our Pro 
riders felt that it isn't sensitive enough 
on the small-to-medium bumps but han- 
dles the hard hits quite well. Even our 
Novice rider nodded his head in agree- 
ment. 

Much the same was said about the 
back end. "Good on the hard landings 
(but) not so good on little bumps and 
rutted grooves," said one rider. "It feels 
like a shock made for jumping. It resists 
bottoming - very well." 

Even the CR owner said: "It (the 
shock) feels like the "97. Needs to be 
more plush and track better in the 
rough." 

Obviously, we have some serious 
dialing-in yet to do when it comes to the 
'98 CR's suspension - just like last year. 

As far as overall handling, opinions 
varied. “Тһе faster you go on this bike, 
the more stable you feel," said one of 
our Pro riders. 

However, our other Pro rider had a 
totally different conception of the CR's 
high-speed stability: "Not so good," he 


motor was basically left alone, 


said. "It's a big handful in the rough. It 
feels like a Supercross bike." 

One of our Novice riders wasn't as 
critical of the CR's handling, saying the 
bike felt fairly solid in the rough but did 
get a little twitchy here and there. He 
thought the bike worked well - better 
than last year's. 

Of course, the CR corners really well 
and steers with precision - as always - 
but a couple of riders felt that, because 
of the motor's “low-to-mid power gap,” 
a lot of throttle control was necessary to 
get through the flat turns quickly. 

When it came to braking perfor- 
mance, we heard nothing but praise 
about the CR's binders: "The rear brake 
is the best, and the front is very strong 
without being too touchy and grabby,” 
said one of our Pro riders. There was no 
argument. 

As far as ergonomics are concerned, 
the CR is still one of the best in the busi- 
ness. All of the controls have a light- 
and-easy feel, and the overall layout is 
narrow. We also liked the big footpegs. 
However, one rider said he would have 
liked taller handlebars and a softer seat. 

When it comes to likes and dislikes, 
everyone pretty much agreed that they 


liked the CR's brakes, narrow feel, the 
way it shifts, and its mid-to-top power, 
but didn't like the Honda's sketchy sus- 
pension and lack of power off the bot- 
tom. One rider said, "Overall, the CR is a 
great bike that needs the suspension set 





сір, and it could use some bottom end to 


go with its massive mid-to-top power." 

Another rider said, "The CR250 feels 
like it was designed for Supercross. The 
motor works great when you have good 
traction, and the suspension works good 
off jumps, as long as there are no bumps 
in between." 

So, our initial few rides on the ‘98 
Honda CR250R lead us to believe that 





















this will be another love-it-or-hate-it 
year for the CR250R. Pro riders will 
most likely love the bike, but not until 
they spend the time to get the suspen- 
sion dialed in - only then will they be 
able to take advantage of the CR's 
potent motor, even if it does lack a little 
off the bottom. After all, most Pros got 
to where they are by keeping the throt- 
tle pinned. Novices, however, still might 
have troubles coming to terms with the 
CR's still-unforgiving suspension and 
explosive motor in race conditions. CN

hether you want to admit it or 

not, the Kawasaki KX250 has 

—A been the dominant motorcycle 

in professional motocross and supercross 

competition for the past couple of years. 

In the hands of the matured Jeff Emig, 

the KX250 has won the 1996 World 

Supercross Championship, the 1996 

АМА 250cc National Motocross Champi- 

onship, the 1997 AMA 250cc Supercross 

Championship and, most recently, the 
1997 250cc National Motocross title. 

Yes, the bike is evidently good in Jeff 
Emig's possession, but what makes 
things even more impressive was how 
well the bike worked in the hands of the 
Everyman - you and I. The bike has been 
really good the past couple of years for 
the average Joe and could have won our 
1997 250cc shoot-out had we not been 
ooh'ed and ah'ed so much by the alu- 
minum wonder last year. Its excellent 
bottom-to-midrange-tailored power and 
incredible throttle response - with sus- 
pension to back it up - made it the easiest 
bike to go fast on for almost every one of 
our testers. So did Kawasaki make the 
1998 KX250 any better? Could it even be 
done? It could and they did. 

You probably wouldn't think that 
Kawasaki would mess with a good thing 
- the KX250 motor. But they did, and the 
results are excellent. While sitting in the 
pits of a local race at the end of 1996, 
Kawasaki of Japan's Jeff Matiasevich 
mentioned the "big valve" that his works 
bike had that would be coming to the 
production bikes someday soon. He said 
the power was incredible. Well, the "big 
valve" is here in the all-new cylinder that 
Kawasaki produced for the KX250, fea- 
turing a wider main exhaust port (from 


44 to 48mm) and smaller exhaust sub- . 


ports for more efficient KIPS (Kawasaki 
Integrated Power Valve System) opera- 
tion. The center KIPS valve is now wider 
(41 to 43mm) for better exhaust-port con- 
trol and smaller KIPS rotating drum 
valves (21 to 17mm) work in conjunction 
with the new exhaust sub-ports to search 
out more power throughout the range. 
While they were at it, the KIPS governor 
spacers were thickened for increased 
durability, and the piston-ring-groove 
tolerances were tightened up. 

The bottom end received some atten- 
tion as well, getting a new crankshaft 
with the mass concentrated closer to the 
center of the shaft to offset the much 
smaller flywheel used for less vibration, 
smoother overrev and longer-lasting 
main bearings. The crankpin holes were 
then plugged, creating more primary 
compression, and the connecting rod 
now has two oil holes (instead of one), 
bigger oil grooves and chamfered wash- 
ers at the big end for improved lubrica- 
Поп and durability. The crankcase was 
also reinforced near the center engine 
mount for more engine rigidity. 

Following Honda's lead, Kawasaki 
used a Keihin Power Jet PWK 38mm 
carburetor on the KX250 that still fea- 
tures the air-velocity wings on the air- 
box side of the venturi and a crescent- 
shaped slide. Like the power-jet carb

that also comes standard on the KX125 
іп '98, the KX250 power jet is located 
much further down in the carburetor 
than Honda's version. Kawasaki claims 
that this gives the bikes better power 
throughout the rev range, since the 
power jet starts releasing fuel sooner as 
the slide opens and the venturi effect 
starts pulling fuel into the cylinder. The 
power jet stays open on the KX250 until 
an electronic solenoid closes the fuel 
passageway at 8100 rpm, effectively 
leaning out the fuel mixture by 10 per- 
cent for better top-end power and over- 
rev. A longer protective tube has been 
added to the throttle cable, which also 
has a 3mm-longer inner cable for 
improved durability. : 
Changes to the motor continue with 
the .6mm-longer reeds that also have 
Imm more lift, as well as being made of a 
new material, in search of better throttle 
response and more top-end power. The 
ignition timing was also changed, and 
the igniter, which has been relocated 
from the head tube to the airbox, is pro- 








grammed to work with the power-jet car- 
buretor. The magneto is new,-featuring а 
much smaller and lighter rotor for 
increased output to energize the power- 
jet solenoid and provide less flywheel 
effect. 

Kawasaki's Uni-Trak rear suspension 
was shortened in the shock clevis area by 
1.5my to lower the motorcycle's center 
of gravity (the travel is not affected), in 
an effort to enhance cornering. New 
damping rates were developed to work 
with a progressively wound, triple-rate 
shock spring. Тһе straight-rate 
4.9kg/mm spring used in '97 was 
replaced with a progressively wound 
spring that starts at an inital rate of 
4.8kg /mm to 5.38 to 6.6 at the end of the 
stroke in an effort to prevent severe bot- 
toming. The linkage and swingarm seals 
were improved for increased bearing 
durability. 

On the front end, Kawasaki replaced 
last year's straight-rate .41kg /mm fork 
springs with progressively wound 
springs with a rate that starts at 
4lkg/mm and ends up a .50kg /mm at 
the end of the travel. New valving works 
with the new springs, and the fork itself 
is now held 5mm higher in the triple 
clamp, lowering the bike's center of grav- 
ity to match the lowered rear for 
improved turning precision. 

The final gearing was altered from 
13/49 to 13/48 in an effort to keep the 
bike hooking up and remaining manage- 
able with all of the bottom-end and 
midrange power the bike produces. Like 
its little brother, the KX250 received a 
steel-braided front-brake line in an effort 
to improve the braking performance, 
since they don't swell under severe 
breaking or higher temperatures as stan- 
dard lines do. 

Detail changes include an indented 
silencer to prevent contact with the rear 
brake caliper; the addition of a plastic 
front-disc cover; and the handlebars have 
been raised up and moved forward 3mm 
to create a roomier riding position. 

АП right, all right, we know you're 
bored stiff with the techno-weenie garb, 
so here's what you've been waiting for 
(or the part you skipped down to): The 
motor did somehow get better. The awe- 
some bottom and midrange power is still 
there and even improved a little, and the 
awe-inspiring throttle response has 
somehow gotten better. What's even 
more impressive is the fact that the bike 
will pull into the upper revs better (no 
doubt due to the power-jet carb) and 
Kawasaki still managed to improve the 
lower portion of the powerband. It's defi- 
nitely not a CR250 on top, but a CR is 
nowhere near the KX on the bottom. 

"This motor feels incredible," said Pro 
tester Tim "Bonk" Sharp, who currently 
rides a modified '97 CR250. “The throttle 
response keeps you excited and the 
smooth power keeps you from using too 
much energy. I love this motor.” 

“I think any level rider could benefit 
from this motor," said Pro tester Don 
Burke, who happens to ride a modified 
'97 KX250. "It pulls stronger on top than 
the '97 without giving up any bottom or 
midrange power. It's easy to ride with 
loads of power." 

The only fault we could find with the 
motor (and this was only among the 
Pros) was a slight loss of pulling power, 
or “grunt,” if you will, in severe high- 
load situations like exiting a really soft or 
loamy corner before a take-off for a dou- 
ble jump. Sometimes it just failed to build 
revs well in these conditions. 

The suspension was universally 
praised by all of our riders, ranging from 
Novices to Pros. The initial action was 
plush, the high-speed stability and con- 


trol was great, and the bike never bot- 
tomed harshly. Last year, many riders 
went up a step on the front springs to 
balance the bike out, but the bike feels 
like it has an excellent front-to-rear rela- 
tionship this year with the progressively 
wound springs. The rear end received 
the most praise, especially through long 
series of whoop sections, where it was 
easier on the KX to keep the gas pinned 
and the bike tracking straight. Kawasaki 
recommends 95mm of sag for faster rid- 
ers or jump-filled tracks and 97mm of sag 
for slower riders or smoother track con- 
ditions. 

All of the riders liked the smooth and 
consistent action the clutch provided, 
and concurred that you rarely need to 
abuse the clutch because of the killer 
motor. Some were split on the decision 
about the KX’s ability to shift under full 
load, though. The riders who owned KXs 
or YZs had no problem, but CR and RM 
riders complained about a slight resis- 
tance to wide-open shifting, resulting in 
an extra stab at the shifter. Perhaps more 
time on the tranny will cure this since 
our ‘96 comparison bike had no troubles 
shifting while wide open. 

The new front brakes on the KX 
received the most praise, probably due to 
the addition of the steel-braided line 
added this year. It wasn’t spongy at all, 
but could still use a little more stopping 
power with less effort at the lever, 
according to our CR riders. Most of our 
test riders liked the rear brake, but cited 
the need for quite a bit of pressure for a 
full lock-up. All agreed that the rear had 
excellent modulation, though, and were 
not touchy or grabby at all. 

Most testers agreed that the KX was a 
rock-solid handler at higher speeds and 
felt just as good in flat or rutted turns, 
due to the excellent power delivery and 
balanced suspension. On the downside, 
some riders felt that the KX could use 
some help in tight, cut-and-thrust cor- 
ners, in which it was reluctant to pivot 
quickly. 

In an effort to entice potential buyers, 
Kawasaki is offering an accessory kit 
with the bike that includes a top-end kit, 
rear-brake pads, an air filter and much 
more, all at no extra charge. 

As we said before, we had a hard time 
not choosing the KX250 as last year’s 
shootout winner. With the improvements 
Kawasaki has made to its quarter-liter 
machine for "98, it looks like it might 
even be a tougher choice this year. сх

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omething strange happened in the 
world of American Supercross this 

year. Honda did not win a single 
event and every other manufactur- 

er won at least a few, proving that 
Honda has not had some kind of secret 
technology all these years other than 
four-time Supercross Champion Jeremy 
McGrath. Kawasaki won six rounds, 
Suzuki won three rounds and Yamaha 
won six rounds. The tide seems to have 
turned and the factory-backed Yamaha 
YZ250 was definitely up to the chal- 
lenge, and backed it up by also winning 
four out of the 13 National Motocrosses. 
In stock form, the 1997 YZ250 was a 
very willing and able motocrosser shod 
with a good chassis and suspension 
package and an ultra-smooth (and bor- 
ing) motor. It was a bike that most peo- 
ple could easily go fast on, whether they 
knew it or not. But it definitely wasn't 








the fastest or most responsive bike out 
there. So Ed Scheidler (the man respon- 
sible for the development of American- 
bound YZs) and his team of testers and 
techno-heads dived into the YZ's motor 
in search of more throttle response and 
more power across the board. He was 
also searching for better suspension 
action and any other improvements he 
could weasel out of the Japanese. 

After riding the bike for the past cou- 
ple of weeks, we can tell you that Schei- 
dler got what he wanted and the bike is 
awesome. The bike is so good, in fact, 
that if we were forced to pick a shoot- 
out winner right. now, it would be the 
YZ. But it must be said that we have 
only had a limited amount of time on all 
the 250s.- except for the Suzuki, which 
has yet to reach U.S. shores. 

The first thing Yamaha wanted to do 
was make a motor that had a "hit" 
image to it like the other bikes have. 
Their 250cc motors have been labeled 
kind things like "smooth," "tractable" or 





"cooperative" and not-so-kind things 
like "lazy," "boring" or "hitless." Well, 
Yamaha was out to get rid of the latter 
labels - especially the “hit-less” part - by 
digging into the motor and changing it 
to coax more throttle response from the 


' powerplant as well as give it a broad, 


usable and potent spread of power. 

In their successful effort to gain more 
power, Yamaha modified the combus- 
tion-chamber shape (head) and reduced 
the volume, upped the compression 
ratio slightly, and changed the position 
of the spark plug. The intake and 
exhaust ports were also changed in 
shape and matched to the modified 
YPVS exhaust power valve better. The 
YPVS exhaust valve's fully closed posi- 
tion was altered, and the governor 
assembly was modified to make the 
valve open 200 rpm sooner than last 
year's bike. 

To enhance throttle response in 
extremely low-speed ranges, the prima- 
ry gear-reduction ratio has been 
changed from 2.818 to 3.0 by adding a 
tooth to the primary drive gear and 
removing one from the primary driven 
gear. Friction has also been reduced in 
the redesigned water pump, which now 
features ball bearings and aluminum 
and steel internals rather than resin. The 
left-side crankshaft and oil seal have a 
new design to reduce friction. Also, the 
ignition timing and the carburetor set- 
tings were altered to work in conjunc- 
tion with the cylinder and head mods. 

The motor mods worked well 
because the YZ now barks with authori- 
ty. It's not a KX250 (which now sets the 
standard for throttle response and bot- 
tom-to-midrange power) in absolute 
throttle response or bottom-end power, 
but it's pretty close and that's a good 
thing. It's definitely got'a “hit” to it. 
From there, our test riders felt the YZ 
had strong and long-pulling power into 
the upper revs. It has more top-end 
power on tap and more overrev than the 
KX, although it's not quite up to par 
with the king of top-end power, the 
CR250. If the KX250 has almost too 
much bottom end and Kawasaki is look- 
ing for top-end power, and the CR250

has almost too much top-end and 
Honda is looking for more bottom-end 
power, that leaves the YZ250 some- 
where in the middle, which could be the 
best compromise of all. The bike barks 
and pulls hard, even in the loamiest, 
power-robbing situations and still, 
somehow, manages to retain the 
tractable label. That's good stuff, there. 

The clutch and transmission were left 
alone this year, and no complaints were 
reported, either. It was notchy shifting 
at first, but a little break-in time cured 
this and the bike shifted fine under full 
loads. 

Yamaha kept moving along with 
development of the frame and suspen- 
sion components, bringing the rake in 
half a degree (from 27.7 to 27.2 degrees) 
and reducing the trail by 4mm (from 122 
to 118mm). This was done in an effort to 
quicken up the handling and create a 
roomier riding area. The riding position 
was made roomier, since the geometry 
change moved the handlebars 4mm 
higher and 10mm forward. The 
swingarm-pivot bolt was increased in 
diameter (from 17 to 18mm) for 
increased rigidity, and the beefed-up 
upper-shock mount has been relocated 
6mm closer to the centerline of the bike. 

The 46mm Kayaba fork is all new, 
featuring an increased diameter for the 
damping cartridge (from 28 to 32mm), 
and received a new outer-tube shape. 
The piston was also increased in size in 
accordance with the cartridge, as was 
the midspeed valve (from 25 to 27mm). 
The valving was also changed to pro- 
vide more consistent damping action, 
and kudos to Yamaha for the addition of 
an elastomer bottoming system much 
like rear shocks have been using for 
years. This ^works-type" bottoming sys- 
tem abandons the oil-lock bottoming 
system in favor of a cushy piece of rub- 
ber in each leg. The end result is better 
bottoming control, since elastomer is not 
speed-sensitive and you don’t hear 
metal-to-metal contact or clanking nois- 
es when bottoming, but rather a smooth 
thud. The forks still use the .43 kg/mm 
springs used last year. 

In the rear, Yamaha opted to use the 
same link that the race team has been 
using all season on its works bikes. 
While the overall wheel travel remains 
the same (12.4 inches), the shock stroke 
is now 6mm longer (from 126 to 132mm) 
to reduce operating temperatures by 
lowering the shaft speed. The spring 
rate has been decreased from 5.2 
kg/mm to 4.8 kg/mm to match the new 
leverage ratio, but effectively, the rear is 





























not any softer than it 
was last year. Internal- 
ly, the piston seal 
now has two O-rings 
instead of one to pro- 
vide a better seal and 
to prevent oil blow-by, 
and a higher-quality 
top heim joint was 
installed. 

Using all of your 
suspension travel and 
occasionally bottom- 
ing is ideally how your 
suspension should 
work, and Yamaha's 
elastomer bottoming system in the 
front forks definitely takes the handle- 


bar-jarring jolt out of slap-down land- . 


ings or other instances of bottoming. 
АП of our testers felt that both the front 
and rear units were fairly plush and 
compliant over small terrain irregulari- 
ties at any speed and gobbled up 
whoops fairly well. The rear end never 
gave any signs or hints of harsh bot- 
toming, either. Basically, both ends 
work well with no visible glitches to 
speak of, although the bike is very sen- 
sitive when it comes to running the rec- 
ommended race sag of 95mm. The bike 
tended to not turn as well with sag not 
set properly, especially when the rear 
end sags more and more. Some riders 
said the bike was a bit twitchy at speed, 
but they were in the minority as the 
test riders thought the YZ had a good

balance of prowess in high-speed situa- 
tions and tight turns. 

Yamaha was out to topple Honda as 
the leader in front- and rear-braking 
performance, so the YZ got new brakes 
front and rear. The main focus was to 
get more control and more power with 
less lever effort. To go along with their 
Akibono front master cylinder, the 
Honda-type Nissin caliper body and 
support bracket are much more rigid 
this year. A single-pin pad-retainer sys- 
tem has replaced the dual-pin unit for 
better feel and improved durability. The 
rear brake got the same treatment, as 
well as a larger disc (from 220 to 
240mm) and new pads. Because of the 
larger disc, the caliper has been moved 
forward to clear the silencer. 

Out on the track, the YZ binders got 
rave reviews from our testers. Riders 
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loved the newfound control, claiming 
the binders were better than past efforts, 
but Honda must still have some secret 
locked up in Japanese patents, because 
the YZ brakes have great control and 
power, but were just a smidgen less 
powerful than the almighty red brakes. 
The difference is minuscule, though. 
Yamaha changed the plastic over to 
the bright, almost translucent blue color 
that the factory team used this year, 
along with the same graphics scheme. 
The seat cover was increased in thickness 
(from 1.0 to 1.4mm) for more durability, 
and the shape of the foam was changed 
to a more rounded and taller profile (by 
10mm). Testers who felt it made the bike 
easier to move around on and easier on 
their rumps after a long day of motos 
appreciated the change in the seat foam. 
Yamaha's YZ250 was definitely up to 
the task of being competitive in the 1997 
AMA Supercross and Motocross Series, 
winning numerous races with a bike 
that had a motor often labeled as “lazy” 
or “uninspiring.” The smooth and 
tractable ‘97 YZ was good, but Yamaha 
was tired of hearing how boring their 
motor was. Modifications to their pow- 
erplant for ‘98 have turned the "lazy" 
YZ into its hyperactive cousin. The 
motor has better throttle response and а 
broad and smooth spread of power that 
are going to make things even tougher 
on the competition next year. The great 
motor combined with the revised sus- 
pension, frame, brakes and ergonomics 
make it understandable why Jeremy 
McGrath will be riding a Yamaha (for 
Team Chaparral) next year in search of 
his stolen glory. CN

4 Nicoll debuted the Progressive 

Damping System (PDS) direct- 
al link rear-suspension system on 
his works KTM on the GP circuit last 
year, we've been intrigued by the new 
concept. Actually, the non-linkage 
rear-suspension concept isn’t exactly 
new: After all, ATK has been utilizing 
a non-link-type design for years. How- 
ever, KTM strongly denies that its 
non-link system is anything like 
ATK’s. 

The idea of a linkageless suspension 
system makes a lot of sense, really. By 
going to such a design, you eliminate 
the need for linkages, thus decreasing 
weight and reducing maintenance.

Doing away with linkages also means 
that the shock can be mounted directly 
to the swingarm, making shock removal 
and accessibility 10 times easier. It also 
means that you have more options as to 
where you can mount the shock - and 
KTM chose to mount the shock on the 
side of the bike, thus allowing the use of 
a larger airbox. A larger airbox means 
more air, which means more power - at 
least in theory. 

However, KTM claims that the 
biggest advantage of the PDS systém is 
being able to build a stronger chassis, 
thus reducing flex and increasing tor- 
sional resistance. 

So why didn't KTM, or many of the 
other manufacturers, go to this non-link- 


age-type System a long time ago? 
Because shock technology just wasn't 
there, as it took a long time to build a 
shock that could perform two jobs at 
once - control damping апа produce 
progressive sensitivity (or a rising rate), 
a task normally taken care of by the 
linkages. 

The KTM's WP shock is extremely 
complex, as there are now two pistons 
inside the body: One piston handles 
damping duties and the other - which 
incorporates a "proprietary," or pro- 
gressively tapered, needle valve - pro- 
vides a rising-rate function. KTM refers 
to its shock as the first shock "with a 
brain" - it actually adjusts itself as it 
travels over rough terrain. 





One would think that a big change 
like completely redesigning a suspen- 
sion system would be all that a manu- 
facturer could handle in just one model 
year, but this wasn't the case with KTM, 
which made many other major changes 
to the bike, as well. 

One of those changes includes the 
fork, where KTM abandoned the 50mm 
Marzocchi Magnum fork for thé 50mm 
WP "Extreme" fork, which has less 
underhang than the previous "Zokes." 

The new rear-suspension design 
understandably resulted in an all-new 
chassis and frame, including the sub- 
frame, seat, airbox and bodywork com- 
ponents. Just sitting on the bike for the 
first time, you can certainly feel a slim- | 






























mer and narrower КТМ motorcycle 
between your legs. 

KTM didn't ignore the motor, either. 
In search of more low end, KTM 
designed an all-new cylinder, which 
now features a "KTC" torque chamber. 
The chamber, a boxy-looking device 
mounted above the exhaust manifold on 
the cylinder, increases exhaust volume. 
The result is essentially the same as 
lengthening the head pipe - more bot- 
tom end. The power valves were also 
tweaked to boost power off the bottom. 

Fuel is fed into the new cylinder 
through a Keihin PWK 38mm "D" Slide 
carburetor. 

Bridgestone M77 and M78 tires, 
instead of Metzelers or Pirellis, come 
stock on all the KTMs this year. 

We were quite anxious to ride the 
new KTM 2505Х with the PDS suspen- 
sion system, but we were forewarned by 
KTM that the beefy WP shock takes a 
long time - perhaps up to 20 hours - to 
break in, and they were right. In the 
short time that we’ve had the SX in our 
possession, we have yet to fully break in 
the shock and get a true feeling of how 
the PDS suspension system performs 
before having to make our report for 
this issue’s deadline. We will have more 
thorough information with more time 
on the bike, especially after the 250cc 
shootout, but for now, we can tell you 
that the system seems to work awfully 
well, even if the shock does feel as rigid 
as a steel flagpole. 

We've ridden the SX on two distinc- 
tively different kinds of tracks thus far, 
and on our last outing on the bike the 
shock started showing signs of breaking 
in and feeling a lot better. The back end 
still feels a little harsh over the smaller 
bumps and whoops but handles the 
hard hits just fine. We have no reason to 
believe that, once fully broken in, the 
KTM's rear suspension will perform, at 
the very least, as good as anything else 
out there, which is exactly what KTM 
wanted to accomplish. 

Recently, CN returned from the Inter- 
national Six-Day Enduro in Italy, where 
many of the competitors rode the new 
KTM - many of which had absolutely no 
break-in time before the start of the 
event. Some of the riders we spoke to 
who rode the new KTM said the shock 
felt broken in after just the first day, and 
they liked the way the bike handled. We 
heard complaints from no one, includ- 
ing Italian Giovanni Sala, who rode one 
of the new KTMs to victory. 

We did, however, hear one factory- 
backed KTM racer express concern 
about the shock, questioning its reliabili- 
ty and possibly high maintenance 
schedule. He felt that having to control 
both damping and speed sensitivity is a 
lot to ask for from a shock. "I could see 
having to rebuild the shock and replac- 
ing the oil a lot,” he said. "That's okay 


for me, but I don't know how that will 


work for the average rider." 

KTM claims that the shock will 
require no more maintenance than any 
other shock. Only time will tell. We 
have noticed that the top shock-mount- 
ing bolt loosens itself quite readily and 
needs to be checked after every ride. We 
have also heard of this happening with 
other '98 KTMs. Perhaps some Loc-Tite 
or other thread-locking agents will cur- 
tail this. 

The WP fork, on the other hand, per- 
forms just fine right out of the crate. One 
tester immediately said.that the new 
fork works better than last year's, and 
another tester said the WP fork feels 
very good in all situations, from break- 
ing bumps to hard landings. We did 
bump up both compression and

rebound damping, as in stock condition 
the fork felt a tad on the soft side. 

We were impressed with the SX's 
powerplant. One of-our testers spoke 
highly of the KTM’s power on top, this 
Pro-level rider saying it felt strong from 
midrange on up, and followed that up 
by saying it feels even more powerful 
than the Honda CR250. However, he 
wasn't impressed with the KTM's bot- 
tom-end performance: "Not that there 
wasn't any (bottom end)," he said, "but 
(it) just didn't feel real usable to me." 

However, we couldn't get all of our 
testers to agree. Another Pro-level rider 
said of the KTM's power: "It revs okay, 
but doesn't pull on top. Otherwise, it 
has good, controllable midrange and is 
easy to ride." 

“Controllable” is the key word here, 
as the KTM's engine is definitely easy to 
manage, though it could use a bit more 
punch off the bottom, especially in 
power-robbing sand. 

Still, all of our testers agreed that the 
bike has a competitive, usable engine. 

On the downside, we had one partic- 
ular rider who disliked the way the 
KTM shifted, complaining that he had 
to back off the throttle while clicking up 
another gear while under a heavy load. 
"This is what I disliked most about the 
bike," he said, adding, "The clutch pull 
feels good, though the lever is too 
straight, but the whole clutch /shifting 
pack ruins your confidence on the 

These problems could be symptoms 
of a transmission not entirely broken in 
yet - again, time will tell. None of our 
other testers complained of the KTM's 
shifting. 

Overall, the KTM is a solid handler. 
It has good stability down the straights 
and corners extremely well. You can 
jump it with confidence, too, as it 
doesn't do anything weird or unexpect- 
ed in the air. 

The brakes have good feel and are

strong at both ends, though the front 
brake developed an annoying squeal 
under hard braking. 

One of our other big complaints with 
the KTM is the overly hard seat. It's nar- 
row, which makes moving around easy, 
but it's just too darn hard for our liking. 
KTM informed us, though, that later 
production runs will include softer 
seats. Otherwise, the SX is very comfort- 
able, as far as the handlebar/seat/foot- 
peg relationship is concerned. 

Admittedly, we would have liked to 
have put more time on the KTM for this 
report, but deadlines are deadlines. We 
have many plans for the KTM, which 
we will certainly include in our annual 
250cc shootout. But, for now, we can say 
with confidence that KTM has done its 
homework and has an outstanding 
motorcycle on its hands. €N

ment and desire required to travel thou- 
sands of miles in order to take on the 
world's best motocross racers - we cor- 
nered Jeff in his heat-scorched stomping 
grounds of Riverside, California. 

Happy and animated after claiming 
his second consecutive AMA 250cc 
National Championship a few days ear- 
lier, Emig had plenty to say about his 
now annual post-season foray into hos- 
tile overseas territory. 

When Jeff Emig goes to don his 
bright blue helmet - complete with clas- 
sic American white skunk stripes - in 
Nismes, Belgium, on September 14, 
1997, and leads intrepid teammates John 
Dowd and Steve Lamson out onto the 
battlefield, you can be sure that we have 
the best man on the job. 

Jeff Emig is the Motocross des 
‘Nations. 


As the 51st annual 
running of the 
prestigious 
Motocross des 
Nations approaches, 
Team USA leader 
Jeff Emig reflects on 
his six-year tour of 
duty. 
“Another goal after 
winning the 
National 
Championship is 
the Motocross des 
Nations," declared 
Jeff Emig shortly 
after winning his 
eighth consecutive 
AMA 250cc 
National moto at 
Washougal,

know I'm going to

The first time you rode for Team USA 
was in Australia in 1992. There was a 
lot of controversy that year due to the 
fact that all the big American names 
didn’t want to be a part of the team. 
However, upon being invited to ride in 
the 125cc division, you were honored 
and went down there and smoked 
everyone. What do you remember 
about that day? 

That was the year that (Damon) Brad- 
shaw and (Jeff) Stanton didn’t want to 
go, so Mike LaRocco and myself were 
asked to ride by the AMA. At that time, 
both Mike and I were hot and in a big 
battle for the AMA 125cc National 
Championship. (Note: Emig would 
claim the title at the last race of the 
series at Budds Creek, Maryland.) The 
AMA chose Mike to ride the 250 
because of his strong supercross experi- 
ence. We didn’t have a 500cc guy, so the 
AMA chose a European-based Ameri- 
can Grand Prix rider named Billy Liles 
to ride that bike. 

Were you nervous about being a rookie 
member of Team USA and upholding 
the win streak? : 

Yeah, I was nervous! I never thought 1 
would get the chance to go. The first

ШО} rom this statement alone, it is 

ic quite obvious that the Motocross 
des Nations means a lot to 1997 
AMA Supercross and 250cc 
National Champion Jeff Emig. First 
drafted into service in 1992 - primarily 
due to a number of established stars at 
the time declining invitations to ride for 
the American motocross cause - Emig 
has been a member of Team USA for the 
last six years. 

While Emig - a former minicycle 
superstar from Independence, Missouri 
- has experienced dramatic emotional 
peaks and valleys throughout his six- 
year tenure of fighting off the advances 
of Europe’s best motocross riders, his 
enthusiasm and dedication to the effort - 
and, more importantly, his country - has 
never wavered. Upon being approached 
by the AMA to represent both the sanc- 
tioning body and the American nation, 
he’s always said “yes” and, unlike a 
number of other riders in recent years, 
has never dodged the assignment by 
stating that he was feeling burned out or 






about who his teammates would be; 
bitch in regard to what bike he had to 
ride; want to give someone else a 
chance; or demand payment to ride. 
Instead, year in and year out, Emig gra- 
ciously accepted his assignment to rep- 
resent the United States of America - 
even throughout a pressure-filled era in 
which every single motocrossing nation 
on earth was gunning for the Red, 
White and Blue. 

This year marks the 51st running of 
the World Team Championship of 
Motocross, and no present-day rider 
personifies the spirit and grandeur of 
the great-gathering-of-the-tribes event 
more than Emig. In fact, did you know 
that Emig - through appearances that 
range from the axle-deep sand of Man- 
тир, Australia, to the ominous, coal- 
dusted hills of Sverepec, Slovakia, to the 
jump-filled hang-time circuit in Jerez, 
Spain - is the only rider in the history of 
the Motocross des Nations to win a class 
overall in the 125cc, 250cc and 500cc 
divisions? With that in mind - and to 
give everyone an idea of the commit- 


time on the team was very special to me, 
you know, to be carrying the flag and all 
that. We got a lot of attention in Aus- 
tralia for being the B team, because they 
thought we were low-level riders. But 
we went there and won. It was a great 
feeling. 

Did you look up to the race as a kid? 

I did, but I didn't know a lot about it. In 
fact, when I rode on the team for the 
first time, I wasn't that far away from 
the mini classes. I do remember the 
clothes being very cool - all red, white 
and blue... 

And the blue helmets with white 
stripes... 

Yeah, I also though the helmets were 
very cool. 

You came back in 1993 and rode for the 
team in Schwanenstadt, Austria, where 
you guys pulled off the win by one 
point. You rode very well that after- 
noon and kept the team in it with 
strong 2-1 moto scores. 

I got to watch the third moto, and I 
remember standing there and watching 
Mike. Kiedrowski (riding the big 
Kawasaki 500) having to ride from way : 





















back in the field and get into position to 
win the race for us. І remember the track 
there was just awesome! It was made up 
of this bitchin' dirt and had a bunch of 
tricky off-camber turns in it. In the first 
moto, I came from behind and just 
missed passing one of the Italians at the 
finish line for the moto win. I then went 
out and won the second moto, easily. 
Jeremy McGrath, who rode the 250 in 
Austria, struggled a bit that afternoon, 
didn't he? 
Yeah, he struggled a little bit, but he 
took a hard-earned fourth in moto one. 
Remember, there were a number of very 
good Europeans racing the 250s that 
day. He was still working on his out- 
door motocross skills back then. 
Here's a tough question: For six years, 
you have been America's good soldier. 
You show up each and every year, and 
ride with all of your heart and soul. 
However, Jeremy McGrath has seem- 
ingly accepted an invitation to be a 
part of the team whenever he felt like 
it. What's your take on that, Jeff? 
(Pause) It's his choice. When Jeremy 
feels ready to take on a challenge, he 
does it awesomely. At the Motocross 
des Nations, you have to be the right 
man for the job. You have to be ready to 
go over there and Kick ass. Last year, 
when Jeremy made the choice to go race 
in Spain, he was ready and just killed 
everyone. In fact, I think it was one of 
the best races I've ever seen him ride. It 
just has to be his choice. 
Okay, the downside of this story: In 
1994, Team USA's Mike Kiedrowski, 
Mike LaRocco and Jeff Emig show up 
in Switzerland and, after a mind-bog- 
gling 13-year winning streak, finally 
got beat. Was that a bitter pill to swal- 
low? You rode well that day, but got 
beat by Englishman Paul Malin, who 
obviously had the afternoon of his life. 
Yeah, it was like, Owhoooaa... we lost it. 
I was pretty bummed. I guess you're 
going to win some and lose some. 
Everybody rode real well and put in a 
good effort. However, when I think 
about it, I didn't do my best. I lost both 
motos to Malin. At the des Nations, you 
have to win at least one of your motos. 
Paul and the entire English team were 
extremely fast that day. I was confident 
that I rode well in the first moto; I actual- 
ly came from pretty far back and started 
to reel him in at the end. In the second 
moto, he beat me. However, I was still 
pretty confident with my 2-2 motos, but 
it just didn't work out at the end. 
The next year in Slovakia, you rode the 
250 for the United States for the first 
time and won the class overall, but you 
guys lost a close one to Belgium by one 
point. Were you frustrated following 
the race?

I was happy 
with my rides, and everybody 
gave it their best. I thought Steve Lam- 
son would win on the 125, but Sebastien 
Tortelli (of France) and Stefan Everts 
were so fast on the track that day. How- 
ever, Steve came back last year and won 
in Spain. It was nice to see him do so 
well there. 

What did you think of Slovakia? I 
remember hearing from a number of 
people that it was a very bizarre - and, 
at times, spooky - nation. 

(After a few moments of thought) Slova- 
kia is a very non-colorful country. We 
flew into Austria, which is a very green 
and beautiful country, and we then 
drove across the border into Slovakia. 
Everything then became very bland. 
There were no flowers, and it seemed 
liked everything was colored brown. 
When we came upon cities, you could 
tell that we were in a former Eastern Bloc 
country because there were these huge 
high-rise apartment buildings that I think 
all of the people lived in. It was very 
strange. I remember one time, a bunch of 
us ate pizza and drank Cokes for a total 
of three dollars. Man, you know some- 
thing had to be wrong with their curren- 
cy system and economy. It was all so dif- 
ferent from the United States. Being in 
Europe is tough, and I think some of the 
European teams have a big advantage by 
having all of their stuff there. I know if I 
could, I'd have our Kawasaki semi-truck 
there, full of food. Га have a big feast 
there (laughter). 

In August of 1996, Team USA was cho- 
sen for the event in Jerez, Spain. How- 
ever, and somewhat amazingly, you 
were passed over in favor of McGrath. 
After being the good, dedicated soldier 
for so many years, did you feel 
betrayed? : 

Yeah, it kind of bummed me out. I 
always thought that I had done well 
representing the AMA and this country 
at the Motocross des Nations. The AMA 
decided to pick McGrath to ride the 250 
and Ryan Hughes to ride the 500. Rhino 
rode a 500 well the year before in Slova- 
kia, and was riding well at the time they 
chose him, but I like to think I was rid- 
ing better. I should have been chosen 
right from the beginning. After Ryan 
gut hurt at the end of the year, they 
chose me. The 500 wasn't my first 
choice, but I rode it anyway - and won 
the class. After the race, Dave Thorpe 
gave me a hard time for getting beat by 
two 125cc riders. (Note: In 1986, at the 
Motocross des Nations in Maggiora, 
Italy, Dave Thorpe, who rode the 500cc 
bike as team captain of the English 
effort, was defeated soundly by Johnny 
O'Mara and his potent works Honda 
125. As a result, Thorpe took a major 
beating in the world motocross press - 
particularly in America. To Emig’s cred- 
it, Maggiora was much, much more of a 
horsepower-oriented track than the 
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tight-and-twisty, cut-and-thrust, jump- 
filled Jerez circuit. Thorpe, obviously, is 
still trying to get over his 1986 night- 
mare.) However, it was a great feeling to 
win it back. Especially when I took the 
number-one plate off of Joel Smets' bike 
(the 500cc rider from Team Belgium). 
From being on the team that loses, you 
really want the redemption. It was a 
very happy day for me. 

Is it a positive development that Roger 
DeCoster has come back in recent years 
to manage the team? 

Yeah, it is. He knows the political side of 
the race very well. He's real fair with 
everything. Even though his native 
country is Belgium, and he likes to see 
them do well, he is very good for Team 
USA. 

To this day, do you think the team- 
selection process is a bureaucratic train 
wreck? 

I think the team shouldn't be picked 
until later in the outdoor season - like at 
Washougal. You know, the AMA could 
say: "These are our guys. Yes, you're on 
the team." Boom. It's done. I mean, we 
just arranged our flights to Belgium this 
week. You just have to get the bikes 
ready. That's the only element that takes 
a lot of preparation. 


. What about the controversy of Ricky 


Carmichael not being included on the 
team in Belgium? 

Of course, I think R.C. would be a great 
choice, and he definitely has the speed. 
The question is his age and maturity 
level. But he could go over there and do 
well and throw that right back at us. I 
think R.C, Windham and Lamson could 
all be great choices: I’m fine with Lam- 
son - he knows what's up. He will get 
his act together and do fine. 

As a kid, who were your heroes of all 
the great American des Nations teams? 
І remember Johnny O'Mara being the 
first rider to beat all of the 500cc guys on 
a 125 in Italy. (Note: O'Mara defeated 
every 500cc rider - with the exception of 
his 500cc teammate David Bailey - at the 
1986 Motocross des Nations in Maggio- 
ra.) 

You've always been very vocal about 
your respect and support of the 
Motocross des Nations event. Why? 
You look back at all of those great pic- 
tures and all of the great history, and 
you know it is a very important event. 
(Pause) It all goes back to the fact that I 
love to see the American fans and spec- 
tators over there, especially the men and 
women from the military. In my eyes, 
l'm never going to be in the military or 
put my life on the line for this country. I 
don't like guns and I'm certainly not a 
very good fighter, but I think I can ride 
a motorcycle pretty well. I get a patriotic 
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feeling for this country when I race at 
the Motocross des Nations, and that's 
how I contribute. When I'm in Europe, 1 
realize that back home in America I can 
go to Denny's and eat at 4 in the morn- 
ing, or that I can go out and eat a ham- 
burger whenever I want it. You can do 
anything you want in the United States, 
and you don't need a passport to go 
anywhere. In Europe, you have all these 
borders and passport problems. We 
have it all here. 

Is it the most important race in the 
world? 

No, it's not the single most important 
race. The races where you are in a points 
battle and on the borderline of wrap- 
ping up a National Championship are 
more important. 

From the event's conception shortly 
following World War II, the greatest 
riders in the history of motocross - 
such as DeCoster, Robert, Carlqvist, 
Mikkola, Smith, Moisseev, Ward, 
O'Mara and Stanton - have been an 
indelible part of the hallowed history 
and heritage of the Motocross des 
Nations. Long after you retire, Jeff 
Emig will certainly be a big part of the 
event's folklore. Is that a big stoke for 
you? 

Yeah - not necessarily for the records, 
but for each race that Гуе done. This is 


the closest I get to racing against all of 


the fastest guys in the world. After 
being there five or six times, it's very 
gratifying, because I know I have 
always given it my best. You know, you 
always ask yourself, "Were my deci- 
sions right? Did I lay it all on the line?" 
And whenever I look at what Гуе done 
with the Motocross des Nations, I think, 
"Yes." 

Are you looking forward to the 1997 
Motocross des Nations in Nismes, Bel- 
gium? 

Outside of the fact that I’m racing in Bel- 
gium, yes. I don't want to get shot by a 
crazy Belgian because of what Jeff Stan- 
ton did to one of their guys a few years 
ago at the des Nations in Belgium 
(laughter). I don't want rocks thrown at 
me, or a red laser-dot pointed on my 
forehead on the podium. (Note: Emig is 
referring to the 1990 Motocross des 
Nations held in Vimmerby, Sweden - 
not Belgium, as Jeff mentions here - 
where Jeff Stanton, who had a terrible 
start in the second moto, inadvertently 
knocked down Belgian 500cc rider Dirk 
Guekens while racing through to the 
front of the pack). 

Are you ready to cross swords with 
250cc World Champion Stefan Everts? 
He's going real good, but I want him to 
have a good day in Belgium so he has 
absolutely no excuses when I beat him. €N 
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While no one was looking, George Holland quietly slipped 


out the back door and said —

hat are you doing this 
for?” asked Dean 
Dickinson, owner of 
R&D Racing, long 
considered one of the pre-eminent mini- 
cycle hop-up shops in the nation. He 
was speaking to George Holland. “You 
love your almond farm and you're set. 
You're just going to keep hurting your- 
self if you keep this up." 

The year was 1989. The season was 
nearly over and a battered and bruised 
Holland - the defending AMA 125cc 
National Champion at the time - was sit- 
ting there, in the shade, looking at his 
longtime friend and shaking his head. 

Moments later, Holland answered, 
"You know, Dean, you're right." 

And that was it. 

Racing the second moto was out of 
the question. George Holland's career as 
a professional motocross racer was now 
over. He had had enough. 


“I was at George's last National that 
he raced as a professional," said Dickin- 
son from the R&D race shop in Nor- 
walk, California, some eight years later. 
“Не had the big number one on his bike 
and everything. During the first moto, 
he was out in front and stepped off real 
hard. George was a real tough kid who 
was certainly used to pain, and he just 
lay there for a while. When he came 
back to the pits, I sat down with him, 
and what resulted was the conversation 
I just spoke to you about." 

Even today, some seven years after 
his abrupt retirement from the sport, 
many motocross insiders still rave 
about George Holland. An AMA 125cc 
National Champion, 13-time National 
winner, and legendary minicycle 
champion, the revered and modest 
young. man who once traded his 
Porsche in for a tractor to work the 
groves of his Fresno, California-based 
almond farm is a missed entity in U.S. 
motocross circles.

Long regarded as one of the nicest 
riders in the sport, Holland’s nine-year 
professional career was actually cut 
short and, to a large degree, sabotaged 
by a relentless string of injuries. 
Nonetheless, Holland toiled on, making 
the best of the situation, and finally 
walking away from the sport as a cham- 
pion - and in possession of a big-time 
agricultural operation investment. 

From humble beginnings in Kerman, 
California, a rural California farming 
town located just 
outside of Fres- 
no, Holland set 
out upon a quest 
that would ulti- 
mately take him 
around the 
world and make him a celebrity - espe- 
cially in the agrarian-oriented town of 
Kerman. 

“We moved to Kerman in 1972,” said 
Holland from his home on a warm Sun- 
day evening, “and my dad bought a 
Honda dealership there. I started racing 
a little bit after that, when I was 7 years 
old. I just loved racing and it’s all I ever 
did. I rode a modified (Honda) XR75 
when everyone else was racing the two- 
strokes. A ‘couple of years later, when 1 
was 12 years old, R&D Racing - out of 
Norwalk, California - picked me up to 
race a factory Suzuki minicycle and it all 
took off from there.”

“It was in 1979 that we hooked up 
‚ with him," said present-day R&D Rac- 
ing chief Dean Dickinson. "We had seen 
him off and on at the races; he was rid- 
ing XR75 Hondas. The rider we were 
using then, Scott Burnworth, left for a 
125cc factory ride and we needed to fill 
the spot. We were winning a lot then, 
anyway, so when we approached 
George, he jumped at the spot. He was 
the nicest kid. He is still the measuring 
stick we use when we look at kids 
today. In fact, we currently have a kid a 
lot like George. His name is Justin Buck- 
elew." 

"While I was racing minis, it didn't 
seem like there was too much pressure," 
added Holland, "and the factory wasn't 
too hard on me - certainly nothing like it 
was on the big bikes. We raced around 
Huron and Madera in Northern Califor- 
nia and did all of the big races like 
Ponca City and went to race in Southern 
California a lot. I think I raced the Inter- 
national Race of Champions one time, 
but Erik Kehoe, who was then racing on 
a Yamaha, beat me." 

As fate would have it, it certainly 
would not be the first time the two 
young Californians would go head to 
head. Over the next few years, Erik 
Kehoe, Yamaha's minicycle prodigy, 
and Holland, Suzuki's main man, would 
become the two fastest mini racers in 
America - if not the world. The two 
traded victories in such major races as 
the World Mini Grand Prix, held annu- 
ally in Southern California, and the 
Ponca City, Oklahoma-based NMA 
Grand National Championship. 

"As soon as I got on the R&D team," 
Holland said, "Erik Kehoe became the 
Yamaha guy, and from age 12 we began 
racing against each other. Even though 
we were the main guys in the class, we 
got along pretty good." 

“We raced against each other 

, throughout our entire careers," said 
Kehoe, currently the team manager of 
the formidable Honda of Troy racing 
operation. "He was about a year behind 
me on the 80s and once we started com- 
peting against each other on a regular 
basis, it became very competitive. Off of 
the track and during the week we got 
along well, mainly because we had a lot 
of respect for each other; however, at the 
track we certainly had a few run-ins." 

"The best thing we did together was 
Ponca City, Oklahoma," Dickinson said 
after a few moments of thought. "We 
went there with George - I believe it was 
in 1978 - and everything that could go 
wrong, did. It was like someone tore 
down his playhouse there and he and 
his family were really disappointed. But 
in 1979, we went back and George won 
every single moto." 

"In 1979 at Ponca City," Holland 
said, "I won every moto and every main 

г event - I just swept it. It was my last sea- 
^son on the minis. From that point for- 
‚ ward, I figured it out that I was going to 
“be a professional racer. I had to give up 
га lot of social and school activities and 
-all that, but even now when I look back, 
М ат still happy with the life I had cho- 
зет.” 

^ Holland was now about to graduate 
from the mini ranks and into the big 
league of professional motocross. How- 
ever, before that could happen, he 
still had a score to settle with rival 
Kehoe. 

"The last time we raced against Erik 
Kehoe was at Saddleback Park at the 
World Mini Grand Prix," recounted 
Dickinson. "Kehoe crashed his brains 
out trying to beat us, and after the race 
he walked up and said with a laugh, 'I 
just can't race against you guys.” 








It would not be the last time that the 
two would go to war. 


In 1980, shortly after the World Mini 


GP, Holland, supported by his com- 
rades at R&D, began making prepara- 
tions for his first foray into the big-bike 
ranks.

“R&D, which was Suzuki's factory 
minicycle program, made a 125 for me,” 
Holland said. “I started to practice on 
that. Then, as soon as I turned 16, I went 
right into the factory ranks. The R&D 
guys were the main people in getting 
me.to the Suzuki factory team. The 
Dickinsons were a big help and they 
were like family to me. I had now made 
it into the big time.” 

While it may sound like George Hol- 
land had realized his dream of becom- 
ing a professional 
motocrosser, harsh 
reality was now about 
to show up and push 
his face into the dirt. 
You see, in the early 
1980s, the American 
amateur motocross 
system was nowhere 
near as developed, 
comprehensive and 
"user-friendly" as it is 
today. Back then, 
when young racers 
made the decision to 
turn professional, they 
were, more or less, 
thrown to the lions, as 
there was no such 
thing as the Intermedi- 
ate class or Pro-Am 
rides. For all intents 
and purposes, you 
sank or you swam. 

"Ihere was no 
АМА 125cc Supercross 
Series like there is 
now," Holland said. 
"They just threw me 
out there with Barnett 
and Hannah and all of 
those guys. I rode very 
hard, and at times way over my head. I 
ended up with a lot of injuries. It was 
real intimidating. When you're a mini 
rider, you read about all of these guys - 
then you're lined up with them. It was 
very tough for me. 

"It took me a couple of years to get 
comfortable, Holland added. "Then, 
whenever I got going good, I'd get 
injured. I dislocated my 
shoulder real bad at a CMC 
race at Carlsbad; then I 
broke my leg; then my 
shoulder kept popping out. 

I could just never get 
healthy." 

Dickinson was there 
that fateful afternoon when 
a young George Holland 
suffered the serious shoul- 
der injury that would ulti- 
mately haunt him through- 
out his entire career.

"| don't know if people are aware of 
this," Dickinson revealed, "but the turn- 
ing point for George was at Carlsbad 
when he first turned professional. He 
was racing against Glover and Hannah 
at a CMC race, and while running away 
with the lead, stepped off a big jump 
and hit the ground very hard on his 
shoulder. From that point forward, he

was forced to deal with shoulder prob- 
lems.” 

Undaunted, Holland forged ahead, 
eventually finding a rhythm that 
pushed him into the upper echelons of 
American motocross. Backed by the 
resources and support of Suzuki, the 
former minibike hero steadily improved 
from a somewhat slow and modest start 
in 1980 to a fine fifth-place position in 
the 1982 AMA 125cc National Champi- 
onship final points standings.

aBelle Racing debuted its new 

Muzzy Raptor and Dave Sadows-

However, Sadowski's 
victories did not come with ease, as he 
accommodated a red flag at the start of 
each leg. Teammate to Sadowski is the 
youthful and talented Jason Fraser, who 
took. second place in the first leg after 
Emgo Valvoline Suzuki rider Tray Batey 


‚ low-sided in turn five and was pitched 


into the grass. Batey's incident took him 
out of the race; he watched the action as 
he picked the dirt out from the Suzuki's 
ram-air ducts. Behind Fraser was Grant 
Lopez, who is also an Emgo Valvoline 
Suzuki rider. Lopez went on to take two 
third-place finishes for the day in an 
impressive display of consistent riding. 

The first red flag came at the start of 
lap two when Lee Shierts of Lee Perfor- 
mance in Charlotte, North Carolina, 
high-sided his Suzuki and slammed into 
the concrete wall exiting the banking 
onto the back straightaway. However, 
Shierts was not injured and restarted the 
race with his backup bike. 

Dave Sadowski went out in the sec- 
ond leg and swept under teammate 
Fraser to take the lead in the first lap but 
was quickly halted as the second red 
flag of the day stopped the racing. 
Ambulance crews scrambled to the 
entrance of the front straight, where 
Dutchman Racing's Fritz Kling lay after 
he high-sided the Dutchman Yamaha. 
Kling was struck by Michael Fitzpatrick 
as Fitzpatrick attempted to avoid the 
accident. 

At the restart, Sadowski went right 
out and took the lead as he swept under 
teammate Jason Fraser in turn two. 

"My strategy was to haul ass," Sad- 
owski said. "I just thank the Lord for 
providing me the strength. Furthermore, 
I knew Batey would be charging and 1 
didn't want to make any mistakes. This 
is a very tricky track and it has many 
corners that will screw you up if you 
rush them. I just made sure to transfer 
the bike smoothly." 

If Sadowski had looked back during

the second race, he would have seen the 
determined eyes of Tray Batey. After his 
race-one crash, Batey was gridded on 
the last row for race two but wasted no 
time in charging toward the front.

"From 
the start, I moved through to catch Sad- 
owski. I knew I only had a little time to 
position myself or else he would check 
out on me." 

Batey took second place in a photo 
finish as he tried but failed to draft by 
Sadowski heading for the finish. Collect- 
ing his second third place of the day 
was Grant Lopez on the Emgo Suzuki. 


RACE ONE 


The first of two races got off to a 
sketchy start when two separate inci- 
dents brought out the red flag and 
stopped the race. Emergency crews 
responded to multiple incidents with 
three different bikes down. In the first 
incident, Michael Fitzpatrick and 
Anthony Fania came together in turn 
one on the first lap. Neither rider was 
injured and both restarted the race after 
the red flag. Shierts crashed into the 
banking, which stopped the race as his 
bike came to rest in the middle of the 
back straight. 

“I came around in fourth gear,” 
Shierts said. "The rear end broke loose 
and the bike high-sided. I collected it, 
but the rear kept sliding until I hit the 
wall; then it fell over and skidded down 
the banking." 

At the restart, it was Batey taking the 


' holeshot to turn one, with Sadowski

"| was right on his butt,” Kling said. 
"Fraser decided he wanted to take it and 
came across me and tagged my front 
wheel. I got back on (the track) but Fras- 
er was gone. I’m glad to have salvaged 
fourth place, considering the incident.” 

Fraser didn’t allow the incident to 
break his concentration and he settled in 
behind Sadowski. 

“1 got a pretty decent start, and got 
into my rhythm,” Fraser said. “I saw 
Batey go down ard knew I had second 
at least. When I was in front of Kling, he 
hit me in turn five and he went off the 
track. At this point, I put my head down 
and rode my own race as | tried to catch 
Sadowski.” 

Inheriting third place was Batey’s 
teammate Lopez. Lopez ran down Fras- 
er and closely followed behind him.

Kling collected the bike before it 
went down and quickly re-entered the 
race behind Zlock Racing’s Eric Wood.

Thinking that he had resecured third 
place, Kling put it in cruise mode until 
the finish. However, he was unaware 
that Lopez had gotten by, and so settled 
for fourth place. Wood brought up the 
rear of the front pack and took fifth 
place on his Kawasaki.

After the debris and both riders were 
cleared from the track, it was Team 
Labelle's Sadowski with the lead all over 
again. However, this time Sadowski had 
to deal with the determined Emgo 
Valvoline Suzuki rider Batey. Batey 
launched from his last-row start to pick 
up fourth place by the end of the first 
lap. Batey moved into second place by 
the end of lap two and started to reel in 
Sadowski. With Sadowski appearing in 
his sights, Batey settled into a fast pace 
that inched him ever closer to the leader. 

Sadowski, though, was aware of 
what Batey would be doing after he wit- 


nessed Batey's similar last-row charge at 
Road America. 

“1 knew he would be there and as the 
race went on, I could feel him behind 
me," Sadowski said. "When I would 
blip the throttle entering the corners, I 
could hear him blipping at the same 
time, so he was making a run at me. I 
was doing a little deeking maneuver to 
the inside and getting the jump on him 
on the straights." | 

Sadowski did enough: He held off 
Batey for a photo finish at the checkered 
flag. Batey settled for second behind 
Sadowski. ; 

“I didn't want to waste any time get- 
ting to the front or Ski would check out 
on me," Batey said.

31 

abelle Racing's Dave Sadowski was 

on a mission throughout the week- 

end, a mission that included win- 
ning both Formula USA events and con- 
tinued with his decisive EBC Brakes 
Sportbike victory. When the green flag 
fell, Sadowski shot out like a rocket and 
simply couldn't be touched. Zlock Rac- 
ing's Eric Wood took a very-alone sec- 
ond place, going unchallenged for the 
position. Labelle Racing's Jason Fraser 
was third after he finally passed Dave 
McGrath, with whom he'd been doing 
battle throughout the race. McGrath fell 
into fourth place right behind Fraser. In 
his debut with Formula USA, Nielsen 
Racing's Mark Junge held off Triple R 
Racing's Mark Reed for fifth place. 

Sadowski checked out and left a "do 
not disturb" sign at the start/finish line. 
During the race, Sadowski turned lap 
times two seconds below his qualifying 
time and was simply untouchable. 

“Тһе winning combination consists 
of two aspects," Sadowski said. "One, 
ride smoothly; and second, don't make 
апу errors. This track has a lot of traps. 
If you try and pick up speed in certain 
areas, it will bite you. I just keep aware 
of this and try and not make any 
errors." 

Sadowski followed his philosophy 
and won by a comfortable seven-second 
margin. 

Wood tried to reel in Sadowski but 
was well down on power and settled for 
second place. 

"Unfortunately, our motor is getting 
a little tired and Ski had a little grunt on 
me," Wood said. "If Ski has any advan- 
tage on you, your day is over because he 
will exploit your weaknesses. GMD 
Computrack got the suspension perfect, 
but suspension alone is not going to 
beat Ski." 

As the two front-runners blasted 
away, McGrath and Fraser were left to

fight among themselves. First it was 
McGrath towing the two around; how- 
ever, McGrath bobbled a couple of times 
and Fraser went around him, never to 
surrender third again. 

"McGrath was making some mis- 
takes," Fraser said. "But it was way too 
late to catch Eric, and McGrath wasn't 
going away." 

Fraser didn't get the most beneficial 
start but quickly moved through the 
field and was contending for third by 
lap three. 

"It took a couple of laps to adjust 
back to the 600 from the Honda 900, and 
by the time I got up to speed, the leaders 
checked out,” Fraser said. “I’m fortunate 
to put the Carter Honda on the box." 

McGrath, on the other hand, had 
third place to himself until lap four, 
when Fraser passed him on the brakes 
entering the infield off of the back 
straight. 

“Т wasn't leading very well," 
McGrath said. "Fraser was sitting on me 
and we went back and forth a couple of 








times. I’m not on the box but I love rac- 
ing." | 

The second pocket of battle was 
between Triple R Racing's Reed and 
Nielsen Racing's Junge. In the end, 
Junge finished in fifth and Reed in sixth, 
but Reed was right there until the end. 
Each rider would gain the advantage on 
different parts of the track, Reed taking 
it entering the infield, while Junge held 
out longer on the brakes entering turn 
one. One clear point was that the bikes 
were very equal in the power depart- 
ment, as neither could pull away from 
the other. 

"Our bikes are very close," Reed 
said. "I was able to pass Junge on the 
back straight, but he got me back. I was 
getting a little more rear-end slip com- 
pared to Junge and he stayed in front." 

Junge did well in his F-USA debut 
despite problems getting his bike dialed 
in. 

"] went backwards with setup by 
selecting the wrong gear,” Junge said. "I 
chose a gear that is suited for drafting,

but I didn't do a lot of drafting. And the 
gear I selected didn't offer the power I 
needed to exit the corners.

merican Greg Hancock is on the 
verge of succeeding country- 
man Billy Hamill as World 
Champion after a stunning vic- 
tory at the Polish Grand Prix. 

Hancock has hardly had the best of 
luck in recent weeks, but he proved 
what a strong character he is to edge out 
Hamill in a dramatic A final. It now 
means a straight shootout between the 
Team Exide-sponsored boys when they 
meet in Vojens, Denmark, on September 
20 - the scene of Hamill’s crowning 
glory last year. 

Danish star Brian Andersen, tied for 
second with Hamill before the meeting, 
was handicapped before the first race, as 
he crashed in Sweden four days before 
and broke his collarbone. Remarkably, 
he had surgery two days before the 
meeting to plate the collarbone, though 
ultimately he couldn’t handle the wet 
conditions. The riders were again made 
to wait for the action as, for the second 
time this series, rain played a major part 
in the meeting, which was delayed. 

The riders were clearly not happy 
with the conditions, and a meeting was 
held with Grand Prix race director Ole 
Olsen to try to reach a solution to the 
problem. After extensive work on the 
racing surface, four senior riders took to 
the track to see if the meeting could go 
ahead.

was worth the wait for Hancock, who 
made a flying start despite another 
nightmare on his way to the track. Han- 
cock's van broke down - which was 
ironic, since his transport burned out on 
the way to the British Grand Prix - but 
this hardly seemed to affect him as he 
roared to a brilliant win in the opener. 
One of Hancock's main title rivals, Brian 
Andersen, was struggling at the back in 
the heavy conditions, which was mak- 
ing life impossible for him, as the British 
Grand Prix winner had crashed in a 
Swedish League meeting four days 
before this meeting in Poland and sus- 
tained a broken collarbone, which 
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meant he was always battling against 
the odds. 

Home favorite Tomasz Gollob, who 
started the meeting in a challenging 
overall Grand Prix placing, started his 
home round in style with a flying start 
from the outside gate in heat two, and 
he never looked back from there. Heat 
three saw another home favorite, Sla- 
womir Drabik, get the better of Hans 
Nielsen with a fine ride from the start 
and, just like Gollob, he never looked to 
be in any danger. Reigning champion 
Billy Hamill made a dream start in heat 
four when he went wide in the early 
stages; Tony Rickardsson tried to dive

underneath, but Hamill roared on for a 
great opening-heat victory. Drabik and 
Piotr Protasiewicz fought a great battle 
in heat five, as both riders managed to 
avoid a collision in the fourth bend, 
with Protasiewicz just having the edge. 
Hamill was out again in heat six, and 
he made it two straight wins ahead of 
Peter Karlsson as Brian Andersen shut 
off in the early stages, clearly feeling his 
collarbone injury. Hancock joined 
Hamill on the leaderboard with a suc- 
cess in heat seven, making a fine start 
from the outside to hit the dirt and get 
the better of Leigh Adams, who looked 
to have the advantage at one stage. But 
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Gollob was there again in heat eight, as 
he made a stunning start to edge out 
Tony Rickardsson in a start which 
appeared unequal. However, the referee 
allowed the race to continue with Hans 
Nielsen at the back. 

Heat nine produced some entertain- 
ing racing, with Rickardsson leading 
from the start, but the action was for 
second place, as Chris Louis managed to 
edge out home star Rafal Dobrucki on 
the finish line for second place, with 
every point crucial. There was a shock 
in heat 10 when Nielsen, last year's 
series leader until Hamill's last-gasp 
success, missed the gate altogether and 
Protasiewicz pulled clear for a fine win. 

Heat 11 saw plenty of drama, with 
Hancock and Hamill proving that they 
are great rivals as well as colleagues and 
friends. Thankfully, an incident which 
saw Hancock relegated to the back did 
not have a lasting effect as both quali- 
fied for the A final anyway. In the first 
staging, Hamill went down in the first 
turn after clipping Hancock's back 
wheel, and the referee allowed all four 
riders back in the race. But Hamill made 
the better start to cut across Hancock 
and follow Gollob home for a vital sec- 
ond-place finish. 

Mark Loram produced the best ride 
of the night when he went from third to 
first in heat 12, passing Peter Karlsson 
and then Jimmy Nilsen for an important 
win in a race which was rerun after 
Henka Gustafsson fell and was exclud- 
ed. Hamill secured a vital second-place 
finish in heat 13, as he had the edge on 
Nielsen, while Chris Louis won comfort- 
ably - but by this stage, Hamill already 
had 10 points and looked good. for the А 
final. Hancock kept his cool in heat 15, 
with a brilliant first turn to edge out 
Protasiewicz. Rickardsson managed to 
get second, putting pressure on Han- 
cock. 

Both Hancock and Hamill needed to 
secure their passage through to the A 
final with at least second place in their 
final qualifying heats, but they went 
through in fine style. Hancock took out 
Nielsen in heat 19 for a stunning victory 
to secure his place with 12 points, clear- 
ly sending out a warning to his rivals. 
This was despite the fact that Gollob 
allowed Louis to win heat 17 with a pass 
on the last bend, possibly in the hope 
that Hancock and Hamill would miss 
out to Louis for a place in the A final. 

It put extra pressure on Hamill in 
heat 20, as he needed to win it or risk 
missing out and effectively writing off 
his title hopes. However, he did the 
business as he got the better of Pro- 
tasiewicz to secure his place. 


GRAND PRIX FINALS 


Andersen rode through the pain bar- 
rier to win the D final in style, but he 
was clearly uncomfortable. Nilsen was 
successful in the C final, and Rickards- 
son got the better of Louis for victory in 
the B final. 

For the A final, Gollob had first 
choice of gate positions, and he went for 
gate three, with Hamill going for gate 
two. Hancock immediately chose the 
pole. 

“I was almost relieved when Gollob 
went for gate three and I saw Billy going 
for gate two at a time when I had 
already decided 1 wanted the inside," 
Hancock said. 

There was a theory that the outside 
would be more beneficial because of the 
outside dirt, but Hancock disproved the 
theory in style with a ride that was bril- 
liant from the start. Hamill worked 
overtime to dive through Gollob and 
Protasiewicz, and the title suddenly 





became a straight shootout between 
Hancock and Hamill. Hancock pre- 
vailed. 

Hancock's celebrations were emo- 
tional, and Hamill was one of the first to 
congratulate him, the latter knowing his 
own grip on the title could be about to 
slip. After the meeting, Hancock was 
understandably exhausted but over- 
joyed as he extended his lead despite a 
catalog of misfortune. 

"Things have been going against me 
in recent weeks, which makes a win like 
this even more special," said Hancock. 
"This is great, because I am ready to go 
on and win the title. Last year I saw 
what it meant to Billy, and now I want it 
for myself. I haven't come this far for 
nothing, and I want to finish the job off. 
Billy did it last year, and Team Exide is 
on top again. I can hardly wait for it to 
start in Denmark." 

Hamill, meanwhile, is refusing to 
give up hope of retaining his crown, 
although he admits Hancock is in the 
driver's seat. 

“It’s a tall order, because Greg has 
done so well and he almost has his 





name on the title," Hamill said. "But 
there is a big meeting to come in Den- 
mark, and I'll be giving it my best shot, 
just like Greg. I haven't won a meeting 
yet in this series, and I know I have to 
win in Denmark to stand any chance of 
challenging for the title. 

“I thought Gollob was the man to 
catch, because he was on his home track 
and looked so good throughout the 
meeting," Hamill continued. "Greg 
deserves all the credit going, and I was 
pleased to see him so happy after every- 
thing he has gone through - but I want 
to keep the title, and ГИ do everything I 
can to do it in Denmark." 

Only Hamill and Gollob can catch 
Hancock, and it seems unlikely that 
Gollob will be able to win the title, as he 
is a massive 24 points behind Hancock. 
That effectively means it's another 
American world-title success as the 
Team Exide boys look to continue their 
domination of the Grand Prix series. 
Anything less than a Hancock win 
would be a major surprise, but it would 
mean that Hamill could retain his 
crown. ШІ»

31 
or Stefan Everts, numbers are 
seemingly the most important 
72 things on his mind at the 
moment. Having only two weeks earlier 
wrapped up his fourth World Motocross 
Championship, Everts is keeping him- 
self motivated for the final two rounds 
by going for records set by his father, 
Harry Everts. When Stefan won the 1997 
250cc Motocross Championship, he had 
equaled his father's amount of World 
titles. Today, in Roggenburg, Switzer- 
land, he equaled yet another impressive 
tally of his father's. 

"My father won nine overalls back 
in, I think it was 1981," Everts said 
moments after winning his ninth overall 
of the '97 series. "I wanted to win as 
many or more than him and now I have 
done it." 

Next on his list, in Gaildorf, Ger- 
many, where the final round of the '97 
series will be held, Everts will go for 
win number 10 and that would equal 
the record set by French sensation 
Sebastien Tortelli as the rider with the 
most overalls in one season. Indeed, 
numbers are what this season is all 
about for Everts. 

The upcoming site of the final round 
of the '97 World 250cc Championship 
Series has many happy memories for 
European motocross. It is the site where 
the mighty American Motocross des 
Nations monopoly came to an end back 
in 1994, the day the British team of Rob 





Herring, Paul Malin and Kurt Nicoll 
won, and the prestigious des Nations 
trophy was returned to European soil. 
How times have changed: Nicoll, Her- 
ring and Malin are all struggling along 
with their careers, and America is right- 
fully on top again. However, Stefan 
Everts and Marnicq Bervoets, the two 
lead riders on this year's Belgian 


. Motocross des Nations team, have their 


battle plans formed - and good results 
coming in the September 14 des Nations 
is what it's all about. 

In qualification at Roggenburg, it was 
all Everts and Bervoets, with the latter 
speeding to a top time of 2:13.091 and 
Everts clocking 2:14.085. Just to give the 
Belgian plan a nice touch was the fact 
that Werner Dewit made a time of 
2:13.600. In Sunday morning's free prac- 
tice, it was German Pit Beirer timing in 
at 2:14.870, followed by Everts, Bervoets, 
Jamie Scevenels (of Belgium), and Dewit. 

With the qualification out of the way, 
it was obvious the Belgian riders pre- 
ferred the hilly Roggenburg course, yet 
there were some surprises in store. 

As the competitors were making 
their way to the start grid for the first 
moto, Americans Tallon Vohland and 
Mike Brown had made their prepara- 
tions. Vohland, coming back from 
injury, was sure of one thing. “1 feel 
okay, this track is fine, but Everts is real- 
ly riding with confidence - he's going to 
be tough," said the somewhat somber 
Yamaha rider. 

As the gate dropped, it was Brown 
who bolted into the lead and had Everts 





eating more stones than he ever 
could have hoped for. 

"The track is a killer for getting hit 
in the face by stones," Everts said 
later. He continued to mount some 
type of assault on the leading Ameri- 
can, and, after three laps of constant 
pressure, he breezed past Brown and 
gave the former leader a taste of 
blood. 

"When Stefan passed me, I got a 
stone in my face; my face went numb 
and made me a little dizzy,” Brown 
said as his swollen nose bore witness 

to the pain he was now feeling. 

With the lead and an open track, 
Everts was riding strong and moving 
away from the injured Brown, who 
was now getting pressure from 
Scevenels, Bervoets and Bierer. 

“I don't know what it 15, but today 
I rode up front for the first time in 
this series; I just. could not maintain a 
strong pace," Brown said, as first 
Scevenels, then Bervoets and finally 
Beirer passed with ease. 

Beirer, who had come from 20th 
position on lap one, was now in third 
place as he passed Scevenels and set

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out after Bervoets (who had also passed 
Scevenels). With time running out, Beir- 
er was flying and, with two laps remain- 
ing, moved up on Bervoets and passed 
him. 

"He was the fastest rider on the 
track," said race leader Everts of Beirer's 
charge. 

But Beirer wasn't fast enough to 
catch Everts, who took the moto win 
ahead of Beirer, Bervoets, Vohland, 
Scevenels, Bolley, Brown, Dewit and 
Rob Herring. 

Vohland was not at all happy with 
his fourth-place finish. 

"| felt I rode okay, but I did not have 
a lot of good rhythm. Since I've come 
back, it's taking me a lot of energy. I 
hope to do better in the second moto,” 
the American said. 

The second moto was anything but a 
Belgian show of power early on as 
Brown again led the riders into turn one, 
followed by Vohland and Everts. A turn- 
one crash had left Kawasaki-mounted 
Yves Demaria laying motionless on the 
track, as doctors ran to the Frenchman's 
aid. He slowly made some movement 
before a neck brace was mounted and he 
was taken to a hospital, where he was 
diagnosed with a concussion. 

Vohland said of Demaria's crash: "Tt 
was stupid. The track was watered just 
before the moto, and that first corner 
was very slippery. Luckily for me, I got 
a great start and missed the accident." 

Brown was still holding off Everts in 
what was his best ride of the year. 

"| felt okay. Stefan was really riding 
fast and finally he got by; then I tried to 
stay with him, but he was too good. I 
finally let Tallon by, as I figured he 
might be able to catch him," a now 
third-placed Brown said. 

Vohland was having none of it, 
though. 

"There was no way I could catch Ste- 
fan - he was riding so smooth, yet so 


fast. He is so confident at the moment. I 
learned some from him today," said the 
honest American. 

With Everts clearing off into the dis- 
tance, Vohland was now getting the 
hurry-up from Bervoets. 

"I saw Tallon and figured I could 
catch him; he was starting to make mis- 
takes and, with three laps to go, I finally 
got by, but Stefan was long gone,” 
Bervoets said. 

Then, with Everts looking to take win 
number 15 of the year, he made a small 
mistake. 

"| was looking at my pit board and 
used my brake a little late; then I fell," 
Everts said. 

With Everts remounting in record 
time, Bervoets failed to pass the leader, 
but did get a whiff of the lead. 

"When I saw Stefan getting up, I real- 
ly started to ride hard," Bervoets said. 

41 thought Marnicq would not give 
up, and he made some ground on me in 
those last minutes, but I held on to the 
win," Everts said as he sat with his head 
down, sweat pouring from his red-hot 
face. Bervoets finished second some two 
seconds behind, followed by Vohland, 
Bolley, Brown, Beirer, Peter Iven, Dewit, 
Miska Aaltonen, and Collin Dugmore. 

With yet another win, Everts was 
surprised by his continued motivation 
this year. 

“It’s great. I really thought I would 
struggle to find motivation, but I have a 
lot to aim for - the 10 overalls in a year. 
My win today gives me my 50 percent 
win ratio, and I want to be in good form 
for the des Nations, so I think this is 
why I'm still winning,” Everts said. 

As for Vohland, his third place was 
some reward for a tough year. 

“Т really cannot get into this last part 
of the year,” Vohland said. “Once I 
missed all those GPs (five races due to 
injury), | have not been intense enough, 
but hopefully it will come. I don’t see

D ohn Myers, who has never won 
| fewer than two events in each of 
| his nine seasons as a Pro Stock 
ә” bike racer, salvaged what has 
been one of the most frustrating years of 
his career when he beat rising star Matt 
Hines in the final of the U.S. Nationals 
at Indianapolis Raceway Park on Labor 
Day weekend. | 

In a rematch of the 1996 Indy final, 
Hines, the class's dominant rider and 
the points leader for much of the season, 
squandered a significant performance 
advantage with a red-light start. Hines' 
foul allowed Myers to win drag racing's 
biggest event for the third time in his 
storied career. 

"Sometimes patience pays off," said 
Myers, who has won 33 National events 
in his career, but who has been winless 
since April, when he beat Hines in the 
final of the Fram Nationals in Atlanta. 
"This has been a frustrating season. We 
should have run better than we have 
been, and we should have won more 
races, but I've never lost faith in my 
team because they never quit on me. 
They never stop working at being the 
best." 

Myers, who has won three Winston 
championships driving for George 
Bryce's Star Performance Parts team, 
has begun to return to his championship 
form at the last few events. He qualified 
his Close Call Phone Card-backed Suzu- 
ki GSX-R in the second spot at Indy with 
a 7.41, behind only Hines, who blasted 
the track elapsed-time record by eight- 
tenths of a second when he rode the 
Vance & Hines Suzuki to a 7.39 to take 
the pole position for the seventh time in 
10 races. 

In eliminations, Myers had little trou- 
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ble taking out his first two opponents, 
Brian DeLong and Gary Tonglet, with 
runs of 7.50 and 7.46, respectively, but 
he needed a little help to get past arch- 
rival Dave Schultz in the semis. 

Schultz, winner of six NHRA Pro 
Stock Motorcycle championships, got 
off the starting line well ahead of Myers 
and appeared to be on his way to an 
easy victory - and a berth in his sixth 
U.S. Nationals final - until his Sunoco 
Suzuki failed to shift into fourth gear. 
Myers cruised by for a 7.48 victory 
while Schultz slowed to a 7.63. 

“Dave had me beat, plain and sim- 
ple,” Myers said. “If he had all his gear, 
I would have been going home early." 
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In the other half of the semi, Myers' 
Close Call teammate, Angelle Seeling, 
gave Hines all he could handle before 
losing a close 7.44-to-7.49 battle when 
her two-valve engine broke just before 
the finish line. To be safe, the Close 
Call team took no chances with Myers' 
bike, changing clutch settings, carbu- 
retors, ignition timing and the wheel- 
ie-bar height before the final in ап 
effort to find a few precious hun- 
dredths. 

"We threw everything we had at it 
for the final," said Myers, who saw 
Hines foul immediately, then made a 
less-than-perfect 7.50 run. "I probably 
lost my concentration, and I don't think 








I hit all the shift points on time, which is 
too bad because I would like to have 
seen what we could have done, but I'll 
take the win any day." 

Two days before fouling against 
Myers in the U.S. Nationals final, Hines 
won Pro Stock motorcycle racing's rich- 
est event for the second straight year 
when he beat Schultz in the final of the 
prestigious Wax Shop Pro Bike Dash, a 
special $15,000-to-win event open to the 
eight bike racers who consistently quali- 
fy well at NHRA events. 

Winning the Wax Shop Dash made 
Hines' loss to Myers even more painful, 
because it cost him a shot at the $10,000 
bonus NHRA has posted for any Pro 
Stock bike racer who can win The Wax 
Shop Pro Bike Dash and the U.S. 
Nationals title on the same weekend. 

“1 must have been thinking about the 
money in the final," said Hines, who has 
won five times in his sophomore season,

NEPOMUK, CZECH REPUBLIC, AUG. 30-31 

oug Lampkin is the 1997 World 
Trials Champion. The 21-year- 
old British star has totally domi- 
nated this year's series on his 
factory Beta, winning every single indi- 
vidual round until this round. Lampkin 
carried a massive 53-point lead into the 
Czech Republic round, and in reality no 
one was even going to get within sniff- 
ing distance - not even defending cham- 
pion Marc Colomer, who has been total- 
ly outclassed all year. 

Suddenly, though, Lampkin forgot 
all about his ploy of "just taking each 
round as it comes" and decided that he 
wanted the title sewed up at this round. 
Winning the event would be nice, of 
course, and would also keep that year- 





long unbeaten streak going, but win- 


ning the title was more important. In 
fact, it was the only thing that mattered 
to him. 

And so it was a different Doug 


WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP OBSERVED 
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Lampkin who lined 
up for the start in the town of Nepo- 
muk. The starting draw had certainly 
not been kind to the Beta rider - he drew 
the opening ride, while Colomer was 
the very last man to start. Monsoon-type 
rain the previous two days had turned 
the previously dusty, grippy rock sec- 
tions into slippery mud baths, but a 
bright sun and strong breeze were 
rapidly drying the sections out. Even so, 
the advantage lay with Colomer at this 
stage. 

The first two sections weren't really 
up to snuff and in fact merely served to 
give the stars a workout on their riding 
techniques. The third section was differ- 
ent, though, being a man-made con- 
struction of rocks and tree trunks. 
Lampkin, who was applying so much 
internal pressure that he said, "I feel like 
my legs are made out of wood," made a 
grave misjudgment, and it took all of his 
father's vocal encouragement to stir his 
limbs sufficiently to save a three from 
turning into disaster. 

And then on the fourth sub he made 
an even more telling error. Through a 
tricky rock section that took a lot of 
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Doug Lampkin wrapped up the 
Observed Trials World 
Championship with a pair of 
second-place finishes in the 
Czech Republic. 





time just to get to the final 
climb-out up a barkless, slip- 
pery log, Lampkin arrived at 
the end short of time, rushed 
it and had a tremendous 
crash. 
Colomer had watched his 
rival's form with interest on 
these two sections and he 
rubbed salt into the Lamp- 
kin wound by cleaning 
both in absolutely fault- 
free style. In contrast to 
Lampkin's self-imposed 
pressure, Colomer knew 
that his title had gone 
away and that he was 
also in a solid second 
place for the champi- 
onship this year. As a 
result, Colomer was 
able to enjoy himself, 
consequently flowing 
through the sections in 

a relaxed, no-pressure 
situation. 

The Lampkin team 
knew that the situation 
was not good and 
that something major 
needed to be pulled 

out of the bag. And as 
they have done so 
often this season, this 
is exactly what 
they did. Lampkin 
relaxed enough to 
knock off the next 

six sections with a 

loss of only two 

marks. Meanwhile, 
Colomer lapsed and took a surprising 
five on the relatively easy 10th section. 

Colomer, however, led at the end of 
the opening lap’s 14 sections with 10 
marks. A relieved Lampkin finished off 
with 13, sharing second place with 
Takahisa Fujinami. The Japanese teen- 
ager was making a big effort as third 
place in the series is still up for grabs, 
and it’s coming down to a battle between 
Fujinami and Kenichi Kuroyama. 

As they went into the final lap, 
Colomer knew that it was indeed all 
over. He might easily win the day, but 
Lampkin was going to score heavily, 
whatever Colomer did. Lampkin in fact 
had overcome the worst of his nerves 
and settled down well - though he was 
angry when the Beta backfired on the 
11th section, one that cost him a maxi- 
mum score - and completed the lap with 
a score of nine marks. Colomer was even 
better, with a near-perfect four-mark cir- 
cuit as the numbers one and two in the 
world underscored their leading roles as 
the only two riders to complete the 14 
sections with single-figure scores. 
Frenchman Bruno Camozzi regained 
some of his lost form to post a score of 10 
marks along with Finn Tommi Ahvala as 
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they finished fourth and fifth. Fujinami 
did enough, with a 13-mark loop, to 
secure third on the day. Kuroyama had a 
nightmare day with laps of 18 and 23, 
finishing way down in 11th. 

For the second day, three sections - 
five, nine and 10 - had been stiffened up 
a bit, but it was really only a token ges- 
ture and scores in general took a tumble. 
Lampkin was in a much more relaxed 
mood and cleaned the opening three 
subs almost without effort. He put plen- 
ty of effort into the tricky fourth section, 
though, and forced out in his inimitable 
style for a clean that brought the crowd 
to life. For once, Colomer had no answer 
and was lucky not to hurt himself as he 
tried unsuccessfully to match Lampkin's 
effort. 

But the Lampkin effort came unstuck 
on the ninth section, just as it looked like 
he had set up a winning opportunity. 
Lampkin got his riding boot snagged in 
the section marking tape, and the tape 
broke when he tried to wriggle free. 

Once again he trailed Colomer on the 
opening lap - by just one point. The gap 
remained constant on the final loop of 
the weekend until the fifth section, 
where a momentary lapse of concentra- 
tion, as the title flashed through his 
head again, saw Lampkin take a big 
crash. Lampkin was destined to finish 
with his second runner-up position in 
two days. 

As Lampkin cleared the final step in 
the final section to sign off with a clean 
ride, he knew that the World Champi- 
onship was his, and he shared an emo- 
tional moment with his father and min- 
der, Martin, before accepting Marc 
Colomer's generous handshake. 

Lampkin's championship eclipsed all 
else on the day, as Ahvala came good to 
snatch a popular podium placing ahead 
of Kuroyama, who improved immeasur- 
ably on his previous day's form. The 
Beta rider goes into the final round in 
Germany holding a narrow seven-point 
lead over his friend and countryman 
Fujinami. Their battle for third place 
ought to be the highlight of the final 
round - which Lampkin can now enjoy 
as a ceremonial lap of honor! €N

LIEROP, HOLLAND, AUG. 31 

|t was game, set and match to Chicco 
Chiodi on Sunday, as the 24-year-old 
М Italian, a runner-up twice in the last 
three years, finally won the 125cc 
world MX title - and in style, with a sec- 
ond-moto victory also giving him his 
fifth overall GP win of the season. 

The De Carli Yamaha teamster had 
clinched the crown with a.late pass for 
third in the opening race after a run 
through the pack, and his second-moto 
win confirmed his championship class. 
It was a race he didn't even need to 
start, yet Chiodi put thoughts of celebra- 
tion to one side for three-quarters of an 
hour to complete the task with an over- 
whelming half-minute win in hot, 





















humid conditions in the grueling Lierop 
sand which eliminated half the field. 
Only 15 riders completed both motos, 
and many of those were on the verge of 
physical collapse. 

Bob Moore's GP career ended with 
two DNFs but the new FMF Honda 
team manager retained his seventh 
place in the standings. 

Neither of the title candidates had a 
good choice of gate and both were 
buried in the pack on the first lap of rac- 
ing as Claudio Federici holeshot from 
wild card Oscar Vromans, Frederic 
Vialle, Marcel Van Drunen and Heikki 
Van den Berg. 

For the Italian and the Frenchman, 
the series bronze medal was at stake, 
but the situation was soon resolved, as 
Vialle first crashed together with Van 


den Berg, then alone, and finally, when 
trailing absolutely last, out of the race. 
Federici only needed an eighth place to 
secure the bronze medal, but he was rac- 
ing for more. 

Van Drunen, riding so strongly of 
late - “Т am training so much more and 
don't fade at 25 minutes like I used to" - 
scorched past to take the lead after 15 
minutes, but Federici hit back two laps 
from the end for the win. After his best- 
ever GP result on his Kurz Yamaha, Van 
Drunen said, "I had actually been pac- 
ing myself and started to go faster in the 
final laps, but he increased his pace even 
more!" 

It was soon clear that Chiodi was in 
control of the title battle, and the main 
question was merely whether or not he 
could settle it in the first moto. Chasing 
through the pack in pursuit of Sandro 
Puzar, Chiodi passed his rival on lap 
five to hold seventh, and in the next 
quarter of an hour added Marco Stall- 
mann and James Dobb to his list of vic- 
tims. When Van den Berg crashed while 
running third, Chiodi was fourth - and 
if Puzar remained in seventh, he would 
be champ. | 

But Puzar was not giving up yet and 
with three laps to go had himself moved 
to fifth. Chiodi reacted immediately, 
however, to pass the tiring Vromans for 
third. The four-point difference 
increased his lead to 20 and, with the 
most moto wins, secured the title. 

“Т was always confident that I would 
be champion today, Chiodi said. "I just

four laps and then moved forward with- 


out any problems. After I had passed 


Sandro, I realized that I might already 
be champion, and my strength helped 
me to take third near the end." 

Pre-race favorite Erik Eggens simply 
wilted under the pressure. A poor start - 
behind Chiodi - was followed by a big 
crash on lap two, which left him trailing 
in 37th position. Back to 13th after 25 
minutes, he crashed again and pulled out. 

In the "battle" for fifth in the series, 
David Vuillemin was coming danger- 
ously close to overcoming Mickael Mas- 
chio's 13-point advantage at one stage 
as he raced eighth to the Honda's 16th, 
but the Yamaha man slowed in the clos- 
ing laps to cross the line 11th and thus 
not endanger his participation in next 
year's 125cc U.S. Supercross series. 

Bob Moore's final GP started inauspi- 
ciously with a first-lap collision with 
Kenneth Gundersen, and ended late in 
the race when the Yamaha gave up the 
ghost. 

The second race was only of academ- 
ic interest to many. Puzar pulled out 
after a few laps, while Vialle quit after a 
crash, but for others there was a GP win 
at stake. : 

Federici started third behind Van 
Drunen and Eggens and was headed for 
the overall win once Eggens took over 
the lead. But then the Italian's motor 
started to stutter and he went backward 
through the field, and then went out 
completely. 











With Gundersen holding ой Chiodi 
for 15 minutes, Van Drunen led overall, 
but he too was in trouble. 

“1 started to get cramp in my legs 
from about the third lap," the 15-year- 
old Gundersen said. 

The young Norwegian eventually 
left the race after hitting his head too 
hard on the ground in a crash, and 
Chiodi passed Van Drunen. At the half- 
hour mark, Eggens, forced to ride in a 
low gear to force his now-ailing motor 
through the sand, was dropping back 
quickly, and Chiodi was not only going 
to win the title and the overall on the 
day, he was also going to take the 
moto. 

Van den Berg was a brave second, 
half a minute down, and collapsed after 
crossing the line. 

In the battle for the number-five 
plate, Maschio exited early after a crash, 
and Vuillemin had to be desperately sig- 
naled not to pass Eggens on the final 
lap. 
Pa nearly had to stop to avoid doing 
so!” Maschio said. 

Eggens finished equal on points with 
Maschio, but the Honda rider took the 
number-five plate by virtue of better 
moto finishes. 

Moore's GP career ended after just 
one lap, when the rear shock blew. «Хх

Т yy Onnie’s Cycle's Todd Levesque 
Né dominated the Union Hare 
Scramble from start to finish, 
closing the points gap on the current 
series leader, Spectro/Link's Josh 
McLevy. 

It was a perfect weekend for racing. 
Lots of rain the previous week left the 
track nice and tacky with virtually no 
dust.

hole - was still used, and all the rain 
meant that it was quite deep. This made 
for great spectating - especially during 
the Novice event, as riders flew through 
the water only to drown out as water 
came flowing over their handlebars. 

The Amateurs and Experts lined up 
at about 1:30 p.m. for the Blackwater- 
style start. The only two riders on the 
front row were Manchester Honda's 
McLevy and Pirelli/Tech Tubes/RPM- 
sponsored Levesque. Levesque grabbed 


the holeshot, but went over the berm 


into the first corner, handing the lead to 
McLevy. The two riders hung right 
together for the entire first lap, with 
Team Green's Patrick Timothy close 
behind. 

Once the riders crossed through the 
barrels and around the pit area, 
Levesque took the inside line and the 
lead from McLevy. McLevy stayed close 
for a while, but ended up falling over 
twice, thus allowing Levesque to move 
ahead. By the end of the second lap, 
Levesque had some 25 seconds in hand 
over McLevy. 

It took two laps before McLevy got 
sight of Levesque again, but by then it 
was time to pit and once again he was 
down 25 seconds. 

"I could see Todd through the woods 
at different sections of the track, but 1 
just couldn't get close to him,” McLevy 
said later. 

The two lead riders had now pulled 
away from the rest of the pack. Timothy 
was still in third, but was under pres- 
sure from Expert 250cc rider Wes Clarke 
and Expert Open rider Ken Valentine. 

Levesque was flying out front, with 
second-placed McLevy a constant 20 
seconds behind. Levesque never made 





any mistakes as he held a consistent 
pace, leading the top two as they contin- 
ued to pull away from the rest of the 
pack. 

On the final lap, McLevy gave it 
everything he had and was able to close 
the gap on Levesque. The two riders 
came to the final water crossing only 
seconds apart - Levesque exiting the 
water as McLevy entered. But it was too 
little too late, as Levesque only had 50 
feet to travel before the finish line. 
McLevy had to be content with second 
place. 

Timothy held off Clarke to take third 
overall and move himself into third 
place in the points standings. Clarke fin- 
ished fourth overall for the day and also 
took home the Expert class overall. 
Rounding out the top five was former 
NETRA Champion Scott Phelps. 

Ken Valentine continued to finish in 
the top 10, taking sixth overall and win- 
ning the Expert Open class. 

Another rider proving to be a top 
contender after only his first year out of 
the Junior class is Brian Lawson. Law- 
son won the Expert 200cc class and fin- 
ished ahead of several AA riders, taking 
eighth overall. 

Earlier in the day, the club ran two 
races, with the Junior event running first 
and then the Novices. Both races ran the 
same course, but for fewer laps to make 
for one-hour events. The Junior class, 
which has been dominated by Drew 
Carpenter for most of the year, had a 
new winner: Derek Phelps.

29 
outhern California's "Flyin" Ryan 
Fisher won his second consecutive 
U.S. Junior National Speedway 
Championship in front of a packed 
house at Auburn California's Gold 
Country Fairgrounds. 

Bryan Yarrow took second place in a 
runoff with third-place finisher Eric Car- 
rillo. Jonathan Curry won the Second 
Division title, while Josh Newby was the 
winner in the Third Division. 

In the opening heat, Northern Cali- 
fornia’s most improved First Division 
rider, Eric Carrillo, made a nice start 
and took the win over fellow Northern 
riders Chris Kerr and J.]. Martynse. 

In heat two, 1996 Junior Speedway 
champion Fisher showed why he was a 
heavy favorite to repeat in '97, as he 
took a three-quarter-lap victory ahead of 
Robinson, Luke Bennett and Kerr, who 
looped out at the starting gate and 
watched the race from the infield. 
Northern California number-one Junior 
rider Yarrow made his mark in the third 
heat, taking the victory over Kerr, Luke 
Bennett and Martynse, who had bike 
trouble and didn't make the start. In the 
fourth heat, Yarrow and Fisher met for 
the first time. Fisher got away first at the 
start, and Yarrow could only watch as 
the diminutive crowd favorite from 
Southern California rode to a quarter- 
lap lead and the victory. Robinson was 
third, and Martynse survived a spill to 
take fourth. In the fifth heat of the night, 
Eric Carrillo got his first shot at Fisher 
and gave the crowd something to buzz 
about when he outgated Fisher and led 
the race for two laps before Fisher 
worked his way around and won his 
third consecutive race. Carrillo main- 
tained second place, while Bennett took 
third and Martynse fourth. 

Yarrow also had trouble with Carril- 
lo in heat six, finally shaking off the 
younger rider in the final lap. Carrillo 
had his second consecutive second place 
and Bennett his fourth third-place finish 
of the meeting. The seventh and final 
heat of the event pitted Fisher, with his 
perfect score, against Yarrow, who had 
dropped but a single point. Carrillo, 
who was down only two points overall 
and was still mathematically alive, was 
also in the heat. Fisher proved to be too 
much to handle, as he left Carrillo and 
Yarrow to fight over second place, 
which is just what they did, with Carril- 
lo outdueling last year's Northern 
champion to force a runoff for second

gate, but couldn't keep the rubber side 
down and fell, giving Yarrow sole pos- 
session of second place for 1997.

It is worth noting was that Tenret's victory 
came on a Husaberg - a Lodi first! 

Toby Jorgensen brought the crowd to its feet 
as he came from behind to win round nine of the 
Coors Cutter Shootout Series on the TT track. 
Modesto's Michelle DiSalvo scored the holeshot, 
with Matt Gomez Sr., Rob Damron and Jor- 
gensen in tow. With three laps in the books, 
Damron dropped Gomez to third, and then Jor- 
gensen displaced Gomez to fourth. Three laps 
later, Jorgensen executed an outside pass around 
Damron to take over the second spot, then grad- 
ually reeled in DiSalvo. By the halfway flags, 
Jorgensen had passed DiSalvo, then cruised 
home to his fourth victory in the 10-weck series.

Kossuth perfect Auburn 
Speedway Championship

` AUBURN, CA, AUG. 22 


Former Southern California Speedway rider 
Louis Kossuth made his move to Northern Cali- 
fornia Speedway complete when he rode to a 
perfect score for a sweeping victory at the Fast 
Fridays Gold Country Fairgrounds Auburn 
Track Championship. | | 

Kossuth, affectionately called "The Wild 
Thing" by his growing legion of fans, was any- 








thing but wild in taking the win over heavily 
favored Northern California champion Bart Bast 
and former two-time Auburn track champion 
Bobby Hedden. 

The standard Speedway Championship for- 
mat was utilized in the event, paying three 
points to win, two for second, one for third and 
zero for fourth. 

In the opening heat of round one, Pat Linn 
started from the pole and also started the win- 
ning, while veteran standout Jimmy Sisemore 
was second. Billy Janniro took advantage of Bob 
Hicks' mechanical ills to win the second heat, 
while Hedden got his first win of the night in 
heat three. The fourth and final heat of the first 
round found Bast on the pole and Kossuth in 
gate two. Kossuth rolled to a perfect start ahead 
of Bast, who tried the inside and outside lines 
but came up short at the checkered flag. 

In round two, Linn matched his opening ride 
with a nice win over Vance Felicio. Kossuth also 
matched his opening ride, taking the victory 
over Kelly Bennett and the mechanically strug- 
gling Hicks. Bast and Hedden, who finished first 
and second in the season's points battle, finished 
in the same order on the track, with Bast slightly 
ahead for the win. Sisemore got his first win to 
close out the second round. 

Hedden continued his strong riding with a 
win over Hicks to open the third round. Linn's 
perfect score went down the tubes when he fin- 
ished in fourth behind Dave Faria. Travis 
McDonald gave Bast a scare in the next heat, 
running in front initially before finally dropping 
off the pace and eventually falling to third, 
behind Matt Becker. Kossuth made another 
smooth start out of gate four and led the third 
heat of round three from start to finish. Janniro 
continued his good rookie showing by taking 
second. Sisemore won his second heat in a row 
to keep pace with Bast and Hedden, who were 
one point off Kossuth's pace. 

Linn got back into the scoring column with a 
two-point run in the opening heat of round four, 
but could not prevent Kossuth from continuing 
his perfect run aboard his Rose Racing/Offbeat 
Productions/ Arai-backed Jawa. Janniro found 
himself on the other end of the mechanical 
gremlins in heat two, taking the gate but falling 
out when he tossed a chain. Hedden said 
“thanks” and took the win that he may have 
claimed in any case. Chad Felicio got his only 
win of the night when he held off Faria and 
Robert Curry. In the final go of round four, Sise- 
. more put Bast another point off the pace with a 
quick lane-three start. 

The final round opened with Bast taking the 
win, just ahead of the pesky Janniro and Curry. 
Faria saved his finest ride for last as he outdis- 
tanced Bennett, Steve Martynse and Rick Shafer. 
Hicks rode a borrowed bike to the victory over 
Chad Felicio in the evening's second-to-last ride. 
The final heat of the event could not have been 
planned better. Kossuth and his perfect 12-point 
score lined up in lane two. In lane four, Sisemore 
sat in with 11 points, and Hedden squeezed 
between them in lane three with another 11- 
point total. Sisemore got the start and led the 
pack through the first set of turns and down the 
back straight, where all three riders attempted to 
occupy a single spot in turn three, leaving the

outside-running Sisemore the “odd man out” 
and on the ground. McDonald, who came off the 
pole, also went down and promoter/referee 
Dave Joiner brought out the red flag. 

"| thought it was a bit of rough riding by 
Louis," said a dejected Sisemore after the event, 
| "but I was on the outside, and I guess that's just 

racing." 

On the restart, Kossuth made another bril- 
liant gate and drove smoothly to checkered flag 
ahead of Hedden and Sisemore, who struggled 
with a dirt-packed clutch. With his third-place 
finish, Sisemore tallied 12 points and a fourth- 
place finish overall. Hedden's second-place fin- 
ish put him into a runoff with Bast for the run- 
ner-up spot. Bast drew the inside starting 
position in the runoff but was out second and 
could only watch as Hedden rode the groove to 
second place in the event. But the title belonged 
to Kossuth, who is just now feeling at home in . 
Auburn. 

“А fan told me I'm a native up here now,” 
Kossuth said. "I appreciate that. I enjoy riding 
this track. The fans up here are the best. This 
one's for them."

Although it's a point that's been 
brought up in this space before, it's 
obviously a point that needs to be 
brought up again. Telling the AMA it 
needs to change the points-paying struc- 
ture for its National Road Race Series is 
a lot like telling a small child not to run 
by the swimming pool: They slow down 
for a few steps, then they start running 
again on the wet concrete. The child 
doesn't listen and he eventually falls 
down and bangs his head. The AMA 
doesn't listen and we end up with some- 
thing much less than a thrilling finale to 
a championship. 

Doug Chandler and Miguel 
DuHamel should be heading into the 
Las Vegas round of the AMA/MBNA 
Superbike National Championship com- 
pletely even on points. By virtue of his 
one victory and his worst finish of fifth, 
Chandler deserves to be at the top of the 
standings. With four wins and a crash, 
DuHamel is equally as deserving. If the 
AMA would simply adopt the points- 
paying system used in Grand Prix and 
World Superbike racing, DuHamel and 
Chandler would each have 158 points. 
And Mat Mladin would only be 11 
behind those two. Instead - thanks to a 
system that is simply laughable - this 
one is all over bar the shouting. The fat 
lady has sung. 

Chandler will certainly coddle his 20- 
point lead all the way to the title when 
the series resumes in Las Vegas come 
October. And why shouldn't he? Plain 
and simple, Chandler never put a wheel 
wrong in the nine races that have been 
held in 1997. He'll march into Las Vegas 
Motor Speedway knowing that he only 
has to finish in the top 13. Doug Chan- 
dler could finish in the top 13 on his 
new Vulcan.

series. And he'll likely do just that, espe- : 


cially with Chandler comfortable with 
doing only what he has to do to win his 
third AMA Superbike crown. DuHamel 
will go like a bat out of hell, Chandler 
will cruise. And the racing will suffer 
for it. 

The current AMA system just doesn't 
work in a series that consists of 10 
rounds. If you win a race, you certainly 
should gain more than three points over 
the racer who finishes second. And if 
the second-place rider happens to have 
qualified fastest and led the most laps, 
you'll only gain a single point. You won, 
he got second and you gain only one 
point. If he finishes fourth and you win, 
you gain a whopping seven points. Tell 
me, are you going to bust your ass for 
seven points? 

How about for 12 points? If you win 
a Grand Prix and your rival finishes 
fourth, you make up 12 points. If he fin- 
ishes fourth twice in a row and you win 
two in a row, you've all but made up for 
the time your motorcycle failed you 
while you were winning, or the time 
you crashed while racing for the lead. 

The current AMA system doesn't 
reward risk-taking. You're definitely not 
going to put it all on the line to make up 
seven points when you know that you 
can never make up for a mistake. If you 
crash or suffer mechanical failure just 
once under the current system, you 
won't be champion. Not, at least, when 
you're up against the likes of Chandler. 

DuHamel crashed at Loudon, dash- 
ing his championship hopes on the spot. 
One simple low-side in a relatively slow 
corner from a man who was working 
hard to better his position (isn't this rac- 
ing?) - and he can no longer be champi- 
on. Is that right? 

Mladin's tale is similar. His Ducati 
failed him in the Daytona 200. The rest 
of the way, he was both fast and consis-

tent. Still, he's nothing more than a no- 
hoper at this point. He won't be super- 
bike champion in 1997 and he knows it. 
He probably knew as much on his plane 
ride out of Florida - in March! 

And I'm not picking on Chandler 
here. In fact, like the majority of the rid- 
ers in the series, Chandler is in favor of 
changing the current system. He knows 
that next year the positions could be 
swapped. He knows that next year a 
mechanical problem could wipe out his 
chances at title number four. He knows 
he could win more races than anyone in 
1998 and still not be champion. 

I can't see an argument for the cur- 
rent system. Rewarding mediocrity will 
only get you more mediocrity. Reward- 
ing risk-taking will bring you a higher 
level of racing. = 

Chandler may not have had the 
setup he needed to run with DuHamel 
at Sears Point last week. But Га be will- 
ing to bet that he had the setup to run at 
third-placed Pascal Picotte's pace - if he 
was faced with losing 12 points to 
DuHamel, rather than just seven. But all 
he had to do was finish fourth. Hey, he 
could have finished fifth and only lost 
nine points to DuHamel. Hell, he could 
have finished 10th and only lost 14 
points. Tenth! 

Not only is the system foolish, it's not 
even fair. DuHamel crashed out at 
Loudon, but was still credited with 30th 
and thus earned a single championship 
point. Mladin happened to have his 
non-finish in the Daytona 200 - with 80 
riders starting the race. So Mladin gets 
credited with 66th place and gets no 
points. Neither of them finished the 
race, so neither of them deserve points - 
no matter how many riders are in the 
race. 

Paying all the way back to 30th is just 
another poor ingredient to a bad system. 
If you finish 30th, you don't deserve a 
point (especially if you didn't even fin-

finished one-two after finishing two-three the week 
before...

ish). And you definitely don't deserve 
11 points for finishing 20th. 

If you want to earn an FIM point, you 
have to finish 15th. That's fair enough. 
I'll give you a point if you finish 15th - 
especially since this can seem somewhat 
gracious when at a race like Pikes Peak 
the leader lapped well into the top 15. 
So don't come whining about not earn- 
ing enough points if you're not even on 
the same lap as the leader. In fact, there 
were riders at Pikes Peak who were 
lapped two and three times - and they 
still earned championship points. Tell 
me that’s right. 

The system has to change. And it has 
to change now. 

Although there are those who have 
suggested a system where a rider's 
worst score is tossed out, I don't think 
that's necessary. It's been tried in Grand 
Prix racing before and it didn't work. 
Why try it here? How about we just go 
with something that we know works - 
the current system used by the FIM. It's 
already in place and the AMA and the 
rest of us won't even have to learn new 
math. 

Right now you have to win races, or 
at least a single race, to win the title. 
Chandler won once and that's fine. He 
did what he had to do to take the title. 
But if the points system were different, 
Chandler may have been forced to win 
more. And he probably would have. 
The system doesn't reward taking risks, 
so Chandler didn't take any that were 
unnecessary. He's a smart man who has 
worked within the current system to 
ensure that he wins his third title. 

Racing is all about winning. So all I 
ask is that the AMA takes a good hard 
look at implementing a system that not 
only rewards winning, but makes it pos- 
sible to catch up when you make an 
error while trying to do just that. 

And that's my point. €N
